PLIGHT OF DEMOCRACY 
CHARGED TO CLEVELAND 


Watterson Says Cleveland Found It 
Compact and Left It Chaotic. 
Charges Former President 
with Being a Chronic* 
Office Seeker. 


Louisville, Ky., June 20.—(Special.)— 
Wnder the caption, ‘‘A Death’s Head at 
the Feast,’’ Mr. Watterson will have the 
following to say in tomorrow's Courler- 
Journal regarding Grover Cleveland’s 
“harmony’’ speech at the Tilden Club 
banquet in New York last night: 

"The democratic party is not so rich 
either. in leadership or in position of 
Btrategic advantage that it can afford ta 
Teject good counsels from any quarter, 
but surely it has the right to draw the 
line on Grover Cleveland. 

“To Grover Cleveland’s insufficiency, to 
use no harsher term. it owes its undoing. 

“He found the party, what Mr. Tilden 
had made it, a moral unit, a great, com- 
pact body of fighting men and that, hav- 
ing twice betrayed it, we will not say 
consciously betrayed it, for his own 
selfish ends—he left it leaderless and di- 
vided to the mercy of the winds and 
waves of factionism, called into being by 
his own lack of generosity and foresight. 

“He, literally, held Carlisle whilst Car- 
lisle’s enemies skinned him. But, later 
glong, when a sacrificial nomination was 
In issue, he was prompt, even vociferous, 
In his refusal to consider it. In a word, 
he was a receptive candidate for a fourth 
nomination. 

“It seems a kind if frony that it should 
be a Tilden Club to welcome Mr. Cleve- 
Yand’s baleful reentry into political 
tivities, Mr. Tilden died with words of 
scorn and conterapt upon his lips for 
Grover Cleveland. He understood per- 
fectly the coarse texture of Mr. 
jand’s physical and mental makeup, his 
obtuse selfishness, his ignorant obstinacy, 
his vulgar self-asertion, his indefatigable 
duplicity. 

“That Mr. Cleveland should put him- 
self forward as conjecturable party 
leader is proof a self-confidence which 
would be sublimg if it were not sinister; 
because leaderstip with him means office, 
and nothing buf office. 

“From the day he was one and twenty 
till now he hgs been an office seeker. He 
mever drew disinterested respiration In 
gill bis life. AWe are not permitted, there- 
fore, to see in this artfully timed and 
ostentatious reappearance upon the scene 
from which he withdrew into the con- 
spicuous shade of a great university any- 
thing except the organization of a prasi- 
dential boom, as it is called. 

“We rather think the party will agree 
without much division that it had its fill 
of Mr. Cleveland. The idea of his nomi- 
mation is little short of ridiculous. 

“The name of Cleveland may still be a 
mame to conjure with In the east, but to 
the democrats of the west and south it is 
simply hateful.’’ 

‘WASHINGTON NOT STIRRED 
BY SPEECH OF CLEVELAND 

Washington, June 20.—(Specital.)—Thea 
expected sensation over the Tilden Club 
Ginner, at which former President Cleve- 
land and former Senator Hill made 
speeches, failed to matertalize, at least 
@o far as Washington is concerned. 

There was some effort to create a spe- 
cial interest in the occasion by advance 
newapaper stories about this being an ef- 
fort to shove Mr. Cleveland to the front 
for another nomination, but this sort of 
gossip fell fiat, even Mr. Cleveland's 
Warmest admirers considering s@:h a re- 
gult beyond the pale of possfSility. 

His speech was naturally very general- 
ly read by democrats and itg apparent 
purpose of promoting harmony was com- 
mended. While there were some crit- 
fcisms of his? utterances, the trend of 
comment was that the speech might per- 
haps have a good effect in bringing back 
into democratic ranks, in the congres- 
eional campaign of this year, certain. of 
Mr. Cleveland’s personal followers who 
have remained outside the breastworks 
g@ince 1896. 

If the speech has that effect in any 
part of the country it will be in certain of 
the eastern states where the republicans 
expect their hardest fight. The republi- 
can campaign managers Say that the 
chances for democratic gains are best in 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and in a few districts in the New Eng- 
land states. It is in these districts that a 
good many men who regard themselves 
as Cleveland democrats reside. For tho 
most part these men have acted with 
the republican party, not only in the 
two presidential campaigns in which Mr. 
Bryan was the nominee of the democratic 
party, but in the congressional elections 
as well How many there are of these 
it is impossible to say, 
tricts they may be numerous enough to 
decide the result. 

It is believed that “Mr. Cleveland's 
speech may reach these men and induce 
them to vote the democratic ticket. This 
Is about the only effect that the speech 
$s expected to have, and, of course, it 
fs not certain that it will have that er- 
fect. So far as Mr. Cleveland's utter- 
ences are concerned, the usual demo- 
cratic comment on them is that there is 
very little to criticise. 

Senator Culberson, of Texas, summed 
up the democratic feeling when he said: 

“About the only thing to be said is tha: 
from Mr. Cleveland's standpoint it was a 
very good speech.” 

As a matter of fact, the Tilden Club ex. 
ercises probably created less comment in 
Washington than in any other city in 
the country.

UN ANARCHISTS 


Vigilance Committee Will Drive 
Reds from Paterson, 


| Fifty Leadin; Business Men Will 


Rid’ the City of the Agitators 
Responsible for the Pres- 
ent Trouble—Awed by 
Soldiers. 


Paterson, N. J., June 20.—An organiza- 
tion has been completed, composed of 
fifty wealthy business men of this city, 
to be known to the public as the Pater- 
son vigilance committee, but the mem- 
bership and proceedings are not to be 
made pubfic. Private detectives have 
already been engaged to shadow the 
leading reds. The anarchists are to be 
induced to leave Paterson quietly, if 
possible. If they do not go the commit- 
tee is said to have its own plan for ac- 
tion. One of the methods to be employed 
is said to be the keeping of a black Iist, 
and no matter where in Paterson a man 
on it obtains work his employer will be 
notified to dismiss him. 

If this plan can be carried out [t will 
starve out of the city all anarchists who 
may come here. It is sald the committee 
has $250,000 pledged by the men compos- 
ing it to carry out its purposes. 

Mayor Hinchcliffe seems tonight fo, be 
in complete control of the situation 
here, backed as he is by the entire peace 
controlling force of the city and county 
and a goodly. portion of the state militia. 
The soldiers’ presence has had a deter- 
rent effect upon the reds and they are 
not in evidence in the city. 

The troops will remain on duty all 
night and be relieved by the deputies 
in the morning. No troops will do duty 
in the dayttme unless there should be 
serious trouble, 

The troops here are the Essex troop 
of cavalry and the First and Second bat- 
talions of the First regiment, all from 
Newark. They are quartered at the 
armory. No demonstration marked their 
arrival, 

A number of ‘silk mills opened at thr 
usual howur today, the owners relying 
upon the promise of the mayor that 
troops would be called out to protect 
property. At all the mills that started 
up policemen, firemen or deputy sheriffs 
were on guard, and every crowd that 
gathered at any of the plants was 
promptly dispersed. The orders of the 
mayor are that no gathering of people 
shall be permitted in the street, and 
these orders are being fully carried out 
by the force at his command. In addi- 
tion to the silk mills, two dye houses 
were opened up. At these places. the 
bosses went to work, assisted by non- 
union dyers’ helpers. 

At mills that have opened the em- 
ployees were supplied: with arms and am- 
munition to protect themselves and their 
employers’ property in case of attack.

ANTI-TRUST LAW IS INVALID. 
Important Decision by Judge Hanecy 
of Chicaga 
Chicago, June 20.—In a decision given 
today Judge Hanecy, of the __ state 
circuit court, held that the Illinois anti- 
trust law of 13891 is unconstitutional and 
vaid in all its parts. He ordered a find- 
ing In favor of the defendant in the case 
of the people, on relation of the attorney 
against the Butler Street Foun- 
dry and Iron Company. By Judge Han- 
ecy’s decision practically all that 
left of the anti-crust statutes of Illinois 

is declared to be a nullity. 

The decision has a direct bearing upon 
a large mumber of cases that have been 
begun against manufacturing concerns 
to collect fines for non-compliance with 
the provisions of the anti-trust law in 
regard to the filing of affidavits. Early 
in 1899 Attorney General Aitken, for the 
state of VWilinols, and State's Attorney 
Dineen, of Cook county, began 1,200 suits 
in the courts of Cook county to recover 
$8,060 from each defendant or » total of 
nearly $10,000,000. The trust statutes pro- 
vide that September 1 of each year the 
secretary of state shall address a letter 
to every corporation, demanding an an- 
gswer under oath as to whether the corpo- 
ration is a party to any pool, combina- 
tion or trust. It was to recover a penalty 
for non-compliance with this statute that 
the suits were instituted.

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BILLION DOLLAR MEAT TRUST. 
All 'the Great Packing Houses Will 
Be in Combine. 

Chicago, June 2).—A New Jersey corpo- 
ration rivalling the United States Steel 
Corporation in magnitude {is projected. It 
plans to be a billion dollar concern. It 
may be called the American Mrat Com- 

pany. 

It is announced that a gigantic ceonsol- 
idation has been decided upon. The pack- 
ing houses that have agreed to form the 
hig combine are what is known as the 
“Big Four,”’ and are Armour & Co., Swift 
& Co., Nelson Morris & Co., and the 
G. H. Hammond Company. Other con- 
cerns may be admitted. Even without ad- 
ditions the combination of the capital of 
the four firms will make a stupendous 
centralization of wealth.

Conferees Largely Increase 
Amount Appropriated for 
Federal Building. 


MORE THAN FIVE MILLIONS ~ 
ADDED BY THE CONFEREES 


Provision for the Imjrovement of 
the White House Amounts to 
Over Half a Million—Several 
Items Are Still in 
Dispute.

Washington, June 20.—The conferees 
for thetwo houses of congress today 
reached a partial agreement on the 
amendments to: the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill made by the senate. Among 
the amendments agreed to was one for a 
rebate on tobacco amounting to $2,700,000. 

The reduction made in_ conference 
amounted in the aggregate to $1,210,286. 
The total appropriation carried by the 
items of the bill which were disagreed 
to and on which there will be a further 
conference amounted to $1,283,950. The 
principal of these disputed provisions 
are an increase of $790,750 on account of 
lighthouses; $300,000 on account of milli- 
tary posts and $100,000 on account of the 
proposed memorial bridge acréss the Po- 
tomac at Washington, D. C. 

The conferees added $5,348,591 to the ap- 
propriations for mew public buildings. 
The provisions for the improvements of 
the white house amounts to $475,445, while 
$65,000 is added for the construction of a 
building to be devoted to offices for the 
white house force. 

Among the appropriations for public 
buildings added by the conferees are: 

Atlanta. Ga., $170,000; Memphis, Tenn., 
$25,000; Richmond, Va., $75,000; Laredo, 
Tex., $35.000; New Orleans, $200,000; Wash- 
ington, D. C., $600,000. 


DOCTOR SHOT THROUGH HEART 


Mrs. Meyer Tells Disconnected Story 


of the Tragedy. 

Ruffalo, N. Y.. June 20.—Dr. Jaaob F. 
Mever, one of the best known surgeons 
in this city, was shot through the heart 
tonight and instantly kHtled. His wife, 
whb was the first person to inform the 
police of the shooting of her husband, 
is at an East Side police station in a 
highly hysterical condition. No charge 
has been mag: against Mrs. Meyer, and 
the police say she is being kept under 
surveillance because of her nervous con- 
dition. 

Mrs. Meyer rushed into the police sta- 
tion tonight and informed the desk -ser- 
geant that her husband had been shot. 
She carried a small hand bag and said 
the revolver with which her husband 
was shot was in it. Mrs. Meyer has 
made several disconnected sfatements 
about the shooting, referring to a scuffie 
between herself and her husband.

The Constitution is epabled to print In 
full, in advance of its presentation to 
the special depot commission which will 
meet about July 3, the letter recently 
sent to Governor Candler by President 
Samuel Spencer, of the Southern railway, 
in which he gives his views relative to 
lacating a passenger, Station on the 
state’s property. ' 

As forecasted In The Constitution some 
Cays ago, the position taken by President 
Spencer js not absolute or final, though 
it appears @o in effect. 

He does not state that the Southern Is 
unwilling to enter the compact with the 
state, but the inference that bis road 
will never be willing to use the state's 
property under the existing conditions is 
perfectly patent. 

Briefly stated, he says that provided the 
state can comply with certain conditions. 
the Southern will be glad to enter into 
the agreement. 

These conditions he gives, as his opin- 
lon, are such that they cannot be got 
around. In a word, he puts it up to 
the state to find a solution of problems 
which he and thé officials of his road 
seem to think cannot be solved. 

Must Answer by October 1. 

Mr. Spencer names October 1 4s tho 
time when the state shall submit its final 
answer to his letter, but he also states 
that if that time limit is too short or 
too long the. officials of the Southern 
would agrea@ to change the date. 

After recapitulating the objectionable 
features which ¢he present site presents 
to the Southern road Mr. Spencer pro- 
ceeds to outline the conditions which will 
have to be met before the depot will be 
acceptable to him. 

The Conditions Stated. 

The conditions are that the rental 
charges shall not exceed $500,000; that the 
state shall come to an amicable agree- 
ment with the city in regard tao all 
mooted questions concerning the grades 
of streets, the reduction in width of Wp:l! 
street and the closing of Pryor street: 
that the station shall be completed within 
three years; that the contractor shal! 
submit a feasible plan by which traffic 
can be continued at the shed without se- 
rious interference, and that the rent wil! 
not begin until the depot shall have been 
completed. 

Governor Candler stated last night that 
he did not expect tV call the depot com- 
mission in session before July 3, and 
naturally no action can be taken before 
that tmie, 

Mr. Spencer’s Letter. 

Mr. Spencer’s letter follows: 

Southern Fuilway Compary, Office of

Hon. A. D. Candler, Governor of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta. 

Dear Sir: Referring to previous corre- 
spondence in respect to union passenger 
station at Atlanta, and Mr. Gilbert's 
pians therefor, I beg to say that reports 
from engineers and from the genera! 
agent of the Southern Railway Company 
a: Atlanta develop the fclowing material 
facts: 

(1) Areas. 

The entire area required for the carry- 
ing out of the plans, including street 
crossings and encroachments, 
track approaches. driveways, etc., ap- 
pears to be about 267,500 square feet. Of 
this area the state apparently has un- 
disputed title to about 128,800 square feet, 
or 48 per cent; Georgia railroad owns 
about 72,000 square feet, or 27 per cent; 
Central of Georgia railway owns or 
claims to own approximately 20,000 
square feet, or 8 per cent; the remain- 
der, including areas of street crossings 
and street encroachments either covered 
by the structure or otherwise necessary 
in the execution of the plans, 46,700 
square feet, or 17 per cent; total, 267,500 
square feet. 

These areas embrace only the space 
necessary for the siructure and ap- 
proaches, and not those portions of 
streets diverging from the station where 
only grades are required to be changed. 

The figures are not claimed to be exact, 
_As surveys have not been made and 
2zome boundaries and titles are, I believe,

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/GROUND TO DEATH BY TRAIN. 
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LIVES ARE LOST 
IN FOREST FIRE 


Scores of Mountain Campers 
and of Loggers Have 
Perished Miserably, 


WOMEN AND CHLDREN 
CUT OFF BY RAGING FIRE 


Gregt Stretch of Country Near Ta- 
coma Is Being Swept—Gale Is 
Blowing and the Loss of 
Life and Property ‘Will 
Be Appalling. 


Tacoma, Wash., June 20—The fire de- 
partment of this dty has sent men, en- 
gines and hose on a special train to Buck- 
lev, in this county, which is threatened 
with complete destructicn by forest fires, 
raging between that town and Enumclaw, 
King county. A great cloud of smoke 
hangs over Tacoma, 33 miles from Buck- 
ley. The Mountain mill, 2 miles east of 
Buckley, was burned today. Undoubted- 
ly many lives of mountain campers and 
loggers have been lost. 

At Buckley the efforts of 100 men are 
concentrated to save a residence at the 
east end of Main street, elght blocks from 
the center of the town If this house 
should burn, with the gale now blowing 
from the east, the town is doomed. When 
the Tacoma fire departrrent arrived the 
chief said he probably conl& save the 
town. 

Enumclaw is threat>red with destriuc- 
tion bv forest fires. Tne whcle popviation 
is fighting the fiames, but the water- 
works has been burnel and the work 
is dificult. The wind is blowing a gale, 
and much farm property has already 
been destroved. 

A dispstch from Enumclaw says 
damage to timber and tuildings in 
town is more than $100,000. 

About forty women and cnildren are 
shut off by the fire from reaching the 
town, and are suffering greatly from heat 
amd smoke. Twenty buildings and a large 
mill are burning. Everybody is ready to 
remove and wagons are being loaded. 

There are two fires raging through 
the heavy timber on the mountain side. 
Many farmers are supposed to have been 
destroyed. Every camp in the Green 
river district is reported to be either de- 
stroyed or threatened with destruction. 

The employees from Page's eamp at 
Eagle Gorge have arrived here and tell 
a thrilling story of escape. Fire struck 
the camp at noon today, descending upon 
it in a roaring sheet of flame. A nhnar- 
row path to safety remained and men, 
women and children, to the number of 
sixty, hurried through it. Three men 
made their escape by wading through the 
river and up the line. It is reported that 
seven men from Smith’s camp on Cedar 
river, which was burned, are talgsing, 
but the report cannot be verified. 
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COLLECTING DATA ON CUBA 


To Use in the Preparation of Reci- 
procit, Treaty. 
Washington, June 20.—The war depart- 
ment has been engaged for some time 
in the collection of data requisite for the 
preparation of a reciprocity treaty with 
Cuba should the president conclude to 
send such a treaty to the senate in the 
event of the failure of congress to grant 
relief by legislative enactment to the 
people of the island. It is not believed, 
however, to be probable that a treaty 
will be submitted during the presen: ses- 
sion of congress, mainly because of the 
physical impossibility of preparing a sat- 
isfactory and complete measure within a 
short time before an adjournment is tak- 
en for the summer. A high official of the 
administration expressed the sentiments 
when spoken to on the subject tonignt, 
and in addition negatived the likelihood 
of a special treaty affecting only sigar 

produced in Cuba. 


Student at Syracuse University Is 
Frightfully Mangled. 
Carbondale, Pa., June 20.—Robert Q. 
Meaker, student at the Syracuse univer- 
sity, was ground ‘to death by a freight 
train on the Delaware and Hudson rai)l- 

road today. 

With him was a cfissmate, Willis Gard- 
ner, of Syracuse. The two young men, 
both of whom were fond of athletics, nad 
marked out a 100-yard course along the 
railroad, and were out limbering up. The 
course was between the main track and 
a siding, and young Meaker was sprinting 
when the train came in sight. Evidently 
thinking the freight was gn the siding 
he kept on running. The engineer blew 
the whistle several times, and -just as 
the train came aimost alongside of him 
Meaker sprang onto the main track in 
front of the locomotive. He apparently 
imagined he was jumping to safety waen 
he made the fatal leap.

Official Statement Regarding 
Race Trouble at Eldorado, 


Governor Yates’ Agent Finds That 
the Law Has Been Violated by 
Unknown Persons—Negroes 
Left on the Advice of 
the Sheriff. 


Springfield, Ills., June 2.—Colonel 
Theodore Ewart, assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of Illinois, returned today from El- 
dorado, Saline county, where he Inves- 
tigated the alleged outrages in accord- 
ance with instructions of Governor Yates. 
He submitted to the governor a report of 
existing conditiors in Saline county, in 
which he says the reports are greatly 
exaggerated. A summary of his report 
follows: . 

“That the law in Eldorado and Saline 
county was violated by persons unknown. 

“That none in Saline county can des- 
ignate any person connected with these 

violations of law. 

“That two families received warnings 
to leave; that others mdéved away of 
their own accord, being frightened, and 
that inmates of the colored industrial 
school left on advice of the sheriff of 
Saline county; that the disturbances did 
not constitute a race war nor any or- 
ganized body of citizens against colored 
residents.

Colonel Ewart does not believe that any 
colored residents of Saline county are 
endangered in respect to Hfe or prop- 
erty.

Eight or 
nine speeches were made in support of 
reciprocity, and only two in opposition 
to that poficy. This was in accord with 
a previous understanding that as the beet 
sugar senators had monopolized the at- 


tention of the conference on Wednesday , 


nignt their opponents tocay should have 
a greater share of the time. 
Reciprocity Is Urged. 

The speeches in support of the reci- 
procity bill were made by Senators For- 
aker, Beveridge, Lodge, Hale, Warren, 
Aldrich, McComas and Hanna, Senator 
Platt, of Connecticut, adding a few words 
to what he had said at the Wednesday 
evening meeting. The two speeches in 
epposition to the proposed measure were 
made by Senators Burton and Burrows. 
The speeches for reciprocity were all 
along the same general line and without 
exception were pleas for legislation and 
for party harmony. 

Senator Foraker spoke of the necessity 
of maintaining the most: cordfal relations 
with Cuba. He said the question was an 
economic one, and that reciprocity would 
promote not only the interests of Cuba, 
but American interests as well. 

Senator Lodge dwelt with especial em- 
phasis on the importance of having re- 
publican senators stand together at this 

critical point in fhe party's history. 
* Much of prestige and future national 
standing, he said, might depend on the 
step now taken, for all the world was 
watching with interest our treatment of 
the Cuban people. He said that opposi- 
tion would not suffice tO prevent the con- 
tinued_ presentation of this matter until 
success should be attained, and he was 
quite positive that if reciprocity with 
Cuba was not secured now it would be 
at a later date. 

Senator Aldrich reiterated the state- 
‘ment which had beén made by other 
speakers that the question was @ party 
question and pleaded with the opposing 
Benators to recegnize this fact and ac- 
cept the situation. He ridiculed the idea 
that the proposed reduction would injure 
the beet sugar interests, saying that as 
Sugar now received protection amount- 
ing to 1% per cent on the cost pfice, 
the reduction proposed in the bill sug- 
gested by the Cuban committee still 
would leave a protection amounting to 
80 per cent. That, he sald, ought to be 
ample. 

Senator Hanna spoke of the question of 
extending the proper aid to Cuba as a 
moral question, saying that our obliga- 
tions to the Cuban people were such 
‘that we would: not be true to ourselves 
as a nation if we should fafl to give 
them an encouraging hand at the be- 
ginning of their national career, 

Burton Defends Rebels. 

‘The meeting had almost concluded when 
Senator Burton, of Kansas, took the floor 
to make a brief but impassioned and elo- 
quent speech in sugport and defense of 
the attitude of the beet sugar repub- 
licans. His side, he said, stood for the 
support of one of the most promising, 
as it was one of the most deserving, of 
Infant industries. He sald that it was 
not true that the beet sugar men were 


not willing to extend a helping hand to | 


the people of Cuba if they needed help, 
but he contended that there was no 
need for assistance to the people of 
that island at this time. He asserted 
that neither the government, the plant- 
ers nor the Cuban laborers had any need 
of the proposed assistancé, and it was 
unfair and unjust to ask the farmers 
of this country to sacrifice their own in- 
terests for the purpose of granting an 
annuity of five or six million dollars. 

Senator Burrows maintained the beet 
sugar men were acting in accord with 
strict republican policy in advocating 
the protection of the beet sugar  in- 
terests. 

The conference adjourned to meet at 
the call of the chairman, and it is gen- 
erally betieved that another meeting will 
occur some time next week.

ITALY 1S MAKING TROUBLE 


Doesn’t Like Crowninshield’s Find- 
ings in the Venice Case. 


DISAVOWAL MADE BY MOODY | 


Secretary Asqircs Italian Ambassa- 
dor That the Department Re- 
grets the Publication. 


Washington, June 20.~Signor Mayer des 
Planches, the Italian ‘ambassador, was 
again at the state and navy departments 
today to consult the officials’ in regard 
to the publication of the findings of tne 
court of ihquiry whic: investigated the 
affair in. which officers-from the cruiser 
Chicego were involved at Venice. Secre- 
tary ‘Moody expressed ‘bis regret t6 the 
ambassador that the findings had been 
made public, and assured him that the 
officials at Washingtoa were In no way 
responsible for, ang did not approve of it. 

Respecting the propriety of the publi- 
cation of the report of the court of in- 
quiry by Admira] Crowninshield, if in- 
deed, he did give it puwhlicity, it is said 
at the navy department that, unless spe- 
cially. egjoined as-to the disposition of 
such;a@ report the commander in chief 
of a naval station always has been al- 
lowed the exercise of his own discretion 
in such matters. So that as far as Ad- 
miral Crowninshield is concerned much 
depends on whether he was specially in- 
structed to keep his report from publicity. 
The navy départment itself has no hard 
and fast rule on the subject. 

There is a feeling in official circles that 


_Admiral Crowninshielda's comment on the 


course of Captain Dayten in not attend- 
ing personally to the defense of his offi- 
cers calls for serious consideration, and 
that some ‘action snould be taken look- 
ing to secure from him a report on this 
phase of the affair, or an explanation of 
a forina] character. 

The Italian ambassador inclines to the 
view that both governments should make 
public the records of prcceedings in the 
case. The ambassador wil] call at the 
state department tomorrow and will con- 
fer with Secretary Hay, who was absent 
when he called today. 

In view of the attitude of the American 
press in regard to the imprisonment of 
the officers at Venice Signor Mayer some 
days ago cabled his government for all 
the official reports possible concerning 
the arrest, imprisonment and treatment 
of the officers. These are now at hand, 
but the ambassador declines to make 
them public at present. However, it is 
understood that from the Italian stand- 
point the papers do not disclose the fact 
that the Americans were treated harshly 
at any time after their arrest, but on 
the contrary special privileges were ac- 
corded them during their imprisonment. 

Tne ambassador cabled yesterday to 
Rome informing his government of the 
character of Admiral Crowninshield’s re- 
view of the naval court’s pr®eedings.

PLAIN SAILING 
FOR CANAL BILL 


Believed That Spooner Meas- 
ure Will Be Accepted by 
the. House, 


MEASURE HAS BEEN SENT 
TO CONFERENCE BY HOUSE 


Some Friends of Nicaragua Talk of 
Making a Last Ditch Fight, but 
It Is Not Believed That 
Their Threats Will Be 
Carr.ed Out. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, June 20.—(Special.)—All 
the talk at the house end of the capitol 
today was about the canal bill and its 
probable reception at the hands of that 
body. The developments all tend to 
strengthen the pre@iction made last night 
that the house will in the end accept the 
Panama bill. The feeling for a canal is 
practically, unanimous, and, while some 
men will hold out against the acceptance 
of the senate bill as long as they can, 
it is certain that before adjournment that 
bili will be put through the house rath- 
er than that there shouid be a failure of 
canal legislation. The bill has been 
formally sent te conference, and in that 
conference the representatives of the 
house will make an effort to have a limit 
placed to the time within which the 
Panama proposition can be conS8idered by 
the president, and there may be an ef- 
fort to get some sort of compromise on 
the dines of the Hoar amendment which 
proposed to leave the whole matter to 
the president—that is, the decision as 
between the routes as well as questions 
of title as is provided in the senate 
bill. All of these changes will be op- 
posed by the senate conferees, who will 
insist upon the bill as it passed that 
body, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that their views will prevail. Cer- 
tainly when the house is compelled to 
decide between the Panama bill and no 
bill at all, the Panama bill will go 
through with a whoop. 

Cabinet Sanguine of Success. 

There was a very sanguine feeling ex- 
pressed at the cabinet meeting today 
as to the success of the canal proposi- 
tion. Secretary Hay had a long confer- 
ence before the meeting with Senator 
Morgan and other senators, and all the 
advices that had come to the white 
house before the cabinet meeting went 
to assure the president that some canal 
legislation at the pending session is a 
certainty, and almost as strong was the 
evidence that that legislation would be 
in favor of the Panama project. So 
well assured is the administration of the 
outcome, that discussion already has 
taken place of the steps to be taken to 
carry out the purposes of the act, and 
it is understood that the state depart- 
ment will deal with the diplomatic feat- 
ures of the project involving, of course, 
the consummation of the Colombian 
treaty, while the attorney genera] will 
pass upon the question of sufficiency of 
title to the Panama canal. 

The house today nonconcurred in the 
Senate amendment to the Nicaragua 
canal bill and agreed to the conference 
asked for by the senate. Messrs. Hep- 
burn, of Iowa; Fletcher, of Minnesota, 
and Davey, of Louisiana, were appointed 
conferees on behalf of the house. This 
action was taken on the recommendation 
of the committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce. 

No Objections Made. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohio, advised none of 
the friends of the Spooner amendment 
to obiect, ; 

“IT regard this,” said he, “as mere 
formal action. I have the assurance of 
the gentleman from Iowa that every 
proper effort will be made to bring the 
matter back to the house at the eaniest 
possible moment, when those who de- 
sire to do so can support a motion to 
coneur. 

“And I trust,’’ said Mr. Williams. of 
Mississippi, ‘‘that no friend of the Nica- 
ragua route will object. I hope that the 
conferees of the house aid senate will 
fight for that route to the last ditch.”’ 

Soon after the house had sent the bill 
to conference, reports gained circulation 
among members that there was not likely 
to be a protracted struggle in confer- 
ence, and that the senate amendment 
probably would be the basis of the ulti- 
mate agreement. One of the house con- 
ferees, Mr. Fletcher, of Minnesota, frank- 
ly stated to his associates that he 
thought an agreement would be reached 
on the Panama amendment. Chairman 
Hepburn was not prepared, however, to 
concede that the fight was over. The 
democratic conferee, Judge Davey, of 
Louisiana, was counted on as stronglv 
favorable to the Nicaragua route. At 
the same time the dateness of the session 
and the prevailing desire to avoid further 
complications fn the senate led to a rath- 
ed general feeling among the members 
of the house that the senate amendment 
had something of an advantage in the 
conference.

Closed.

That, Says Mr, Jones, Will 
Be Result of the Bill Be- 
fore the House, 


HE DENOUNCES CRUELTY 
OF SMITH AND WALLER 


Compares Harsh Treatment of Schley 
with That Accorded the Officers 
Charged with Ordering 
Wholesale Slaughter of 
the Natives. 


Washington, June 20.—Debate upon the 
Philippine civil government bil] continued 
today in the house from lla. m. to 5 p. 
m. and at a session held tonight. The 
speakers were given close attention, each 
side enthusiastically applauding its re- 
spective orators. Mr. Jones, of Virginia, 
the ranking minority member of the in- 
sular affairs committee, concluded nis 
speech begun yesterday. The other 
speakers were Messrs. Hamilton, of 
Michigan; Kahn, of California, for the 
bil, and Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, 
against it. 

Mr. Kahn’g speech was largely an in- 
teresting persona] narrative of his ex- 
periences in the Philippines Jast summer. 
The isthmian canal bill wag sent to con- 
ference after the senate amendment had 
been non-concurred in. The house re- 
iterated the position it had taken upon 
the army appropriation bill by ignoring 
the action of the senate and sending 
back to the upper bouse after voting to 
adhere to its disagreement to the ob- 
jectionable army post amendments. 

Mr. Jones, discussing the Philippine 
bill, argued that under the provisions of 
the bill the friar lands, which the govern- 
ment was to purchase, would find their 
way into the hands of corporations. He 
asserted that, in hig opinion, it would be 
better for the Filipino people to live un- 
der the present hybrid rule than to have 
imposed upon them the civil government 
proposed by the pending measure, which 
would enable that civil government to 
dispose of all the valuable franchises in 
the islands, to strip the forests of their 
timber and to sell the agriculgural lands 
to corporations and syndicates, 

Schurman on the Philippines. 

Mr. Jones devoted considerable time to 
the discussJon of the question of the 
ability of the Filipino people. for self- 
government, 

He quoted Professor Schurman, presal- 
dent of the first commission, to the effect 
that the Filipino people desired inde- 
pendence, were entitled to it, were capable 
of governing themselves and were en- 
titled to self-government. 

‘“‘Doeg the gentleman thfnk Buencamino 


Crumpacker, of Indiana. 

“I think if Buencamino’s moral char- 
acter were as strong as his intellectual 
power he would be a very great man,” re- 
plied Mr. Jones. 

Mr. Joneg referred to the statement Is- 
sued @y Secretary Root yesterday, giving 
$170,000,000 as the total cost to the United 
States of our contro] of the Philippines. 
He said that in making up the account he 
had no doubt the secretary of war, “‘the 
rankest partisan of them all,”’ had ex- 
cluded every possible item in order to re- 


“duce the amount to a minimum. But 


even the astute secretary of war, he said, 
had furnished no estimate of the blood 
Our possession of the islands had cost, 
He thought fully 100,000 Filipinos had 
perished directly or indirectly as a result 
of the war waged against them, and that 
10,000 American Hives had been lost or 
wrecked. 
Cruelty in Samar. 


Mr. Jones took up the charges mads 
against General Smith and Major Waller 
of cruelty in Samar. 

“Why is this,” he asked, addressing the 
other side of the chamber, ‘that you 
criticise and courtmartia} Schley, but you 
will not touch a hair in the head of those 
who have confessed to participation in 
these diabolical outrages? Why criticise 
an officer of the navy and refuse to listen 
to criticism of an officer of the army?” 

“It is the indiscriminate criticism of 
the army that we protest against,’’ in- 
terjected Mr. Steele, of Indiana. 

“There has been no such indiscriminate 
criticism,’”” answered Mr. Williams, ot 
Illinois. It has been a recital of specific 
cases.”’ ° 

“It is not the soldiers who should be 
held up to execration,” declared Mr. 
Jones, ‘“‘but those who ordered such out- 
rages and those cowards who seek to 
smother them.” 

Mr. Jones was warmly congratulated by 
his party colleagues as he closed his 
speech. 

Cruelties by Filipinos. 


At the evening session Mr. Kahn de- 
scribed in detail some of the cruelties 
inflicted by Filipinos on American troops. 
He made a vigorous defense of the army. 
He said it was a mistake to assert that 
the insyrrection would end should the 
Filipinos be given their independence. 

“It would only give the irreconcilables,” 
he said, “an incentive for renewed ac- 
tivity.’’ 

Mr. Kahn said the United States had 
lifted up a down-trodden and oppressed 
race and placed them on a higher plane 
of civilization than they ever dreamed cf. 

Mr. Kern, of IHinois, denied the right 
of the United States to frame laws for 
the Philippines, because, in his opinion, 
the Filipinos are an alien people. He 
criticised President Roosevelt and 
charged that he has acted in the matter 
without the authority of congress, ex- 
cept such as was conferred on him by a 
meager resolution. The vital question to 
his mind, he said, was not so much one 
of good government as it is one of self- 
government. 

There is only one man, he said, with 
emphasis, in all the world who can 
stop the war, and that man is Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

“TI say to you, Theodore Roosevelt,’ he 
exclaimed with vehemence, ‘“‘that if you 
are earnest in your oud declarations, and 
want these people to have their libérty 
and their independence, then say the 
word, and the congress and the people 
wil] back you up and hostflitfes will 
cease.” 

Mr. Robinson, Nebraska, and Mr. Small, 
North Carolina, both opposed the Philip- 
pine bill. 

The house adjourned until! 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 


SENATE IN SECRET SESSION. 


Boay Attended to Executive Business

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ARMY OF 150.000 STRIKE 
STILL DEFIES OPERATORS

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 20.—This was 
one of the quietest days around strike 
headquarters since the anthracite miners 
suspended operations six weeks ago. 
Nothing developed and neitler President 
Mitchell nor the coal company Officials 
had anything to say regarding the sit- 
uation. Reports from the entire region 
were to the effect that all the mining 
towns were very quiet and that the 150,000 
idle men and boys are keeping away 
form the collieries. The local unions 
continue to hold meetings for the purpose 
of transacting business in connection 
with carrying on the strike in their lo- 
calities and to give relief where it is 
needed. 

The flurry occasioned by the call fora 
special national convention at Indiapap- 
olis has entirely subsided. No informa- 
tion on what the yrobable action of the 
convention will be could be had here to- 
day. News from the west is eagerly 
awaited by the great body of strikers. 
President Mitchell’s attention was called 
today to the explosion in the William- 
son, W. Va., mine, in which five men 
were reported killed by some one throw- 
ing ijiynamite down the shaft. The na- 
tional leader sdid he knew no more 
about the affair than what he saw in the 
newspapers and therefore had nothing to 
say. He was non-commiftal when asked 
whether be had started an investigation 
as to the cause of the explosicn. 

The wife of Jehn Snyder, a fireman 
employed in the Dorranco colliery of the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Company, at North 
Wilkesbarre, reported today to the of- 
ficials of the company that her home 
and contents were destroyed by fire some 
time early today. Her husband, on ac- 
ecunt of annoyarce that he has under- 
gone, lives in the colliery. The wife said 
she has been so annoyed by her neigh- 
bors that she had her household goods 
moved frem North Wilkesbarre to Stan- 
ton Hill,, some distance away. When 
she went to the house this afternoon, she 
says, she fould it and all its contents 
burned. The company is investigating 
her story. 


Supply of Coal. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 20.—It is esti- 
mated by W. B. Wilson, secretary and 
treasurer of the United Mine Workers of 
America, that the present supply of bitu- 
minous and anthracite coal above ground 
would be exhausted in less than three 
months if there ghould be a general sus- 
pension of work in the mines. 

According to this estimation, if the 
national convention of mine workers in 
Indianapolis, July 17, should vote for a4 
genera] suspension of work, in support of 
the anthracite strike, as is now proposed, 
| the vast industrial machinery of the 
United States would be handicapped for 
fuel, so that thousands of factories would 
have to suspend work. 

At the coming convention the belief ‘s 
that the competitive district-—-western 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio and I)linols-- 
will take a hand against a general strike. 
These states have contracts that they do 
not want to break. The combined vote of 
the competitive district, with that of 
Iowa, is expected to prove strong enough 
to prevent the success of the proposition 
for a general strike. 


There is a number of states whose 


agreements will expire July 1, and it 
will depend largely on the outcome of 
the deliberations between their operators 
and miners as to where the balance of 
power will lie in the convention. 

Little Change in Situation. 

Roanoke, Va., June 20.—There is little 
change today in the strike situation in 
the Pocahontas coal fields. The sheriff of 
Tazewell county is experiencing some 
trouble with miners in the vicinity of 
Pocahontas, but so far the Norfolk and 
Western railroad officials have no report 
of any serious encounters. About 375 cars 
were loaded yesterday and the output to- 
day will be about the same. The officials 
today say that they do not expect to 
make any gains tn the tonnage of coal 
being mined unti] after the marching 
bands have worn themselves out, and the 
other men who are staying around the old 
haunts have laid down their arms. The 
operators do not anticipate losing any 
of the men now at work. 

The railroad people have no confirMa- 
tion of the report that five minerg were 
killed by strikers throwing dynamite into 
a shaft near Williamson, W. Va. The 
story was given out by some miners who 
passed through here yesterday on a train 
bearing the bodies of two miners. Two 
boxes bore certificates that the men had 
been killed by an explosion of dynamite, 
but beyond this nothing can be learned. 

Tuother Jones Speaks. 

Clarksburg, W. Va., June 20.—Thomas 
Haggerty, bernard Rice and eight or ten 
other organizers and discharged miners 
were arrested at a miners’ mass meeting 
here this afternoon for violating Judge 
Jackson's injunction. Mother Jones, the 
labor orgamizer, spoke for some time, but 
was not molested. A hearing will be given 
those arrested later. They have not yet 
secured bail.

KAISER IS GLORYING 


Striking Speech on Religion Delivered by German 
Emperor--Man Whose Life Is Not Founded 
on Religion Is Lost. 


—_—_——-—- 


Aix la Chapelle, Prussia, June 2—A 


striking speech on religion was delivered 
by Emperor William at the city hall 
here yesterday after his arrival from 
Bonn, accompanied by the empress and 
the crown prince Frederick William. He 
said in part: 

“In these days the young empire is 
strengthening itself and confidence in it 
is ever increasing. The mighty German 
army constitutes the support of the 
peace of Europe. In conformity with the 
character of their race, the Germans 
Have kept themselves within bounds, far 
outside the world concerned, in order to 
be wholly unfettered at home. Our tongue 
is passing beyond the seas. Every 
thought of science is first turned to ac- 
count by us, to be afterwards gdopted 
by other nations. This is the world- 
wide imperium after which Germanic 
zenius strives. 

“But it must not be forgotten that the 
empire was rooted in simplicity and fear 
of God. I look to all, priests and itay- 
men, to help me uphold religion among 
the people, in order that the German 
name ma preserve its health and 
strength. his applies equally to the two 
creeds, Catholic and Protestant. 

“It is with pride and joy that I am 
able to teil you that the pope said to 
my special ambassador who went to 
Rome on the occasion of the holy fath- 
er’s jubilee, that he had always kept 
a high opinion of the piety of the Ger- 
mans and especialy of that of the Ger- 
man army. The pope asked my ambas- 
sador to tell his sovereign that the 
count in Europe where control, order 
and discipline still prevailed, with re- 
Spect for authority and regard for the 
church, where the church could live, was 
the German empire, and for that the 
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papal see was indebted to the German 
emperor. 

“This justifies me,’’ continued Eim- 
peror Wiliam, “in saying that our two 
great creeds must, while living side by 
side, keep in view their one great aim, 
to uphold and strengthen the fear of 
God, and reverence for religion. Wheth- 
er we are moderns or whether we labor 
in this or that field does not matter at 
all. He who does not found his life on 
religion is a lost man. I rejoice that I 
have placed my whole empire, my péo- 
ple and my army, as well as myself and 
my ‘house beneath the cross, and under 
the protection of Him who said: ‘Heaven 


| and earth shall pass away, but My word 


shail not pass away.’ ”’

ABOUT TO CAUSE SCANDAL

London, June 11.—(Special Corresopnad- 
ence.)—If King Edward were going to 
follow the example of William the Con- 
queror and get crowned a second time, 
he probably would plan other arrange- 
ments than those now being made for 
his banquet to nalf a million of the poor- 
est of his subjects. That banquet is 
rather going astray. It is to be given 
on the afternoon of Saturday, July 5, and 
there is going to be plenty to eat—and 
to drink, too—and the guests are going to 
be on hand all right. The trouble is that 
apparently they are not going to be the 
right guests. A large proportion of the 
half million poorest folk in London will 
coronate without enjoying the king’s 
bounty, for the reason that they are be- 
ing crowded out by more infiuentia] per- 
sons who are moving heaven and earth 
to get these tickets. Many of the men 
originally elected on the committees for 
the distribution of tnese tickets have re- 
fused to act because they are disgusted 
with the way the king's good nature is 
being imposed upon. 

The cause of all this is not that the 
ticket-grabbers want the dinner, but be- 
cause tney want the coronation mug 
which will be handed to each guest as a 
memento of the occasion. The mug is 
made out of what is technically known as 
Doulton ware. It will Wold about three- 
quarters of a pint, and will bear good 
likenesses of the king and queen. It is 
Jn every sense an artistic production, al- 
though its intrinsic value is said to be 
not more than 8 cents. The secretary of 
one of the committees clected to admin- 
ister the $160,000 given by the king out 
of his own pocket for this purpose said 
to the writer this morning: 

“T am heartily ashamed to be associated 
with the whole thing when I fad people 
living in houses renting for %00 a year 
s0 unscrupulous as to apply for tick- 
ets. I have no controlling voice in the 
matter; I have merely to carry out the 
decisions of my committee. I know for 
a fact that persons holding good post- 
tions will come and sit at our table on 
July 6 dressed as if they had just emerged 
from the slums of one of the poorest and 
most unsanitary areas in the whole of 
London. I am told,” he continued, “‘that 
Petticoat lane is laying itself out espe- 
cially with the view of a rush of cus- 
tomers who wish to disguise themselves 
as navvies and bricklayers’ laborers. The 


king himself is to blame for not making f 


some stipulation as to the constitution 
of the committees, but his whole-hearted- 
ness did not suggest to him that there 
are a number of unscrupulous people even 
in London, 1 shall be glad: when it is 
all over.’’

Every day his 
guests filled eighty tables, on which over 
500 plates were used, and the yearly 
record of the amount of provender con- 
sumed includes such littie items as 
1,500 oxen, 7,000 sheep, 3,000 capons, 17,640 
chickens, 25,200 gallons of wine and 71,400 
of beer. 

That, of course, represents eatables 
for a whole year, and none of the ‘‘Mar- 
tyr’s’’ hospitalities approaches that with 
which the good Nevil celebrated his ele- 
vation to the see of York, in 1479. On the 
great day the carcasses of 10,004 sheep, 
4.000 deer and 300 hogs were attacked 
and washed down with 300 tons of ale 
and 104 of wine. 

President ~arnot’s banquet was extend- 
ed to 15,000 French senators, deputies 
and mayors. iney, too, were a hungry 
horde, and they demolished 30,000 loaves, 
three tons of fish, 600 gallons of soup, 
and grew merry over 23:000 bottles of 
wine. To cook the banquet required 195 
chefs, to serve it 1,080 waiters and to 
hold it 80,000 plates. 

These be imposing figures, but they are 
put into the shade by the latest to hand 
of the feast which Mine Host King Ed- 
ward will set before his loyal subjects 
in July. 

Some Interesting Figures. 

Mathematical experts have been jug- 
gling with the estimates»made for the 
spread, and they declare, among other 
things, that the plates which wil) be 
used, allowing only one for each merry- 
maker, if stacked, would make ten piles 
each of them Figher than the Eiffel 
tower, and that if you give each guest 
only three plates, the resulting column 
of china would be higher than Mount 
Everest, the loftiest peak in the world. 

If all the diners were to touch hands, 
they would make a line from London to 
the most northern point of Scotland. and 
if they formed into one procession ten 
abreast with one yard between the files

THEY ARE READY 


Gaynor and Greene Spring New 
Move on Uncle Sam, 


It Is Believed That They Will Be Ad- 
mitted to Bailin Canada and 
Immediately Flee to Fran#@:, 
Where Lawyers Believe 
They Will Be Safe. 


Quebec, June 20.—Judging from present 
appearances the proceedings in the Gay- 
nor-Greene case are about as far ad- 
vanced as they were five weeks ago, and 
a surprise is in store for those who ex- 
pect to get a decision tomorrow morn- 
ing on the habeas corpus proceedings. 
‘The accused were arrested here on 
May 15 last and transferred to Montreal, 
where writs of habeas corpus issued by 
Judge Andrews, of Quebec, were served 
on Jailer Vallee, of Montreal. The lat- 
ter brought both men to Quebec by spe- 
cial train, and immediately Mr. McMas- 
ter, on behalf of the United States gov- 
ernment, moved to have the writs set 
aside on the ground that Judge Andrews 
had no jurisdiction in the matter, as the 
prisoners were outside this district when 
the writs were issued. These motions 
were argued two weeks ago and judg- 
ment was to be rendered thereon by 
Judge Andrews tomorrow morning. 

- New Turn to Case. 


However, matters hav@ assumed a new 
complexion and no judgment will be 
rendered on the motions to quash the 
writs. This is due to the fact that this 
afternoon Mr. @&'aschereau, on behalf of 
Messrs. Gaynor and Greene, filed a 
declaration with Judge Andrews in which 
he withdrew the writs of habeas corpus 
served on Jailer Vallee {n Montreal. In 
his declaration he alleges that the juris- 
diction of Judge Andrews to issue the 
writs has been disputed, and that mo- 
tions have been filed to quash the writs, 
and that, not wishing to have the writs 
jeopardized by the question of jurisdic- 
tion, he prefers to abandon them. Hav- 
ing served the declaration on Judge An- 
drews personally, Mr. Taschereau !m- 
mediately prepared new petitions for 
writs of habeas corpus addressed to Hon. 
C. Langlier, sheriff of this district, in 
whose charge the prisoners have been 
for some time past. 

The petitions were presented to Judge 
Caron in chambers this afternoon and 
were granted and immediately served 
on Sheriff Lanlier. These writs are re- 
turnable at 9:30. tomorrow morning, and 
Judge Andrews will render judgments 
at 10 o’clock oon the rule for the con- 
tempt against Detective Carpenter. 


Gaynor and Greene May Flee. 


Wy asnington, June 20.—(Special.)— 
Greene and Gaynor may make thelr 
escape from Canada by fumping bail 
and will go to France, where their law- 
yers believe they will be free from ex- 
tradition, Department of justice offici&s 
fear this result. They seem to believe 
that the judge in Quebec, before whom 
their q@ase will be heard, now propvuses 
to remand the two men to the extra- 
dition commissioner, but pending com- 
mitment by this official the judge will 
admit them to bail. This means that 
both will have an opportunity to escape 
from the province of Quebec and will 
seize upon it. The action of the Quebec 
judge would not be possible under 
American forms. Whenever an alleged 
criminal is remanded on a wit to an 
extradition commissioner in American 
courts he is never admitted to bail. It 
is said that it fs not the custom to do 
this in Canadian practice, and on this 
account the proposed action has greatly 
sufpriséd the United States authorities. 


POPE YIELDS TO JUDGE TAFT. 


Proposals in Regard to the Friar 

° Lands Are Accepted. 

Rome, June 20.—The papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Rampolla, today assured 
the Right Rev. Thomas O’Gorman, 
bishop of Sloux Falls, 8S. Dak., that the 
vatican accepts the propositions of 
Judge Taft, governor of the Philippine 
islands, regarding the disposition of the 
friar lands, on all the main points, but 
dissents on minor points. 

The official documents are being pre- 
pared at the vatican and will be deliv- 
ered to Judge Taft today. 

The American party waited patiently 
at the Hotel Quirinal for the vatican’s 
reply, but as this dispatch ts forwarded 
it is still not received. There is little 
doubt that the answer will be a substan- 
tial 
Judge Taft’s proposals, which include 
the payment of about $5,000,000 for the 
friar agricultural lands, annother small 
sum for the rental of the friar lands 
used by the army, and the deportation 
of the friars to Spain. The actual sums 
will be fixed by arbitration. 

Judge Taft has prepared a tentative 
form of agreement to use if agreeable 
to the vatican. 

If the answer comes tonight Judge 
Taft will tomorrow apply to Monsignor 
Gasparri, secretary of the congregation 
of extraordinary ecclesfastical affairs, 
for information on this subject. 


BRITISH ADMIRALTY IS ROTTEN 


That Term Used by Lord Beresford 
in the Commons. 

London, June 20.—During the discus- 
sion of the navy estimates in the house 
of commons today Admiral Lord Charles 
3eresford, conservative, scathingly crit- 
icised the defieiencies of the navy. He 
declared the whole admiralty system 
was rotten, and led to great extrava- 
gance, and t@it there was a general 
want of efficiency in the navy, on which 
depended the existence of the empire. 
Every increase in the number of ships 
and every improvement in them had 
been the result of outside agitation. As 
the result of such agitation the British 
Mediterranean fleet was now a fourth 
stronger than a year ago. 

It was remarkable, Lord Beresfow) 
added, that both army and navy offi- 
cers were compelled to threaten to re- 
sign in order to get things righted. Great 
Britain had only 20,000 naval reserves in- 
stead of the 66,000 required, and the en- 
gine room departments were thousands 
of men shorg As to armament, both 
the United States and France possessed 
superior guns. 

The secretary of the admiralty, 
Arnold-Forster. denied thet the  ad- 
miralty had been influenced by Lord 
Beresford’s threats to resign. The navy, 
he added, had been steadily improving, 
but there was still room for the rein- 
forcement and intellectual equipment of

Scheme for the Succession Attributed 
to Senators’ Wives.

The wives of a num- 
her of senators are working to secure 
an important amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States: They desire 
that this amendment should provide for 
the election of three vice presidents at 
each quadrennial election, these officials 
to rank in the order of their nomination 
and placing on the electoral ballots.

him with larcény of its securities and 
embezzlement of its funds to the value 
of $50,000.

Europe. 

McDowell was elected president of the 
company about six months ago. 

There were 10,000'shares of stock at a4 
par value of $2. The first thing Mc- 
Dowel! did, it is said, was to secure the 
authorization of 10,000 additional shares, 
with ad face value of $250,000, which were 
given him to negotiate. Im addition to 
this, when he was made president there 


was intrusted to him securities to the 
value of $50,000. To meet the expenses 
of the concern notes were given. These 
matured within the last few days, and 
the amount necessary to pay them could 
not be found by the treasurer. A meet- 
ing of the officers was called and an as- 
signment was made Tuesday to Charles 
L. Brown. 

Mr. Brown, after an investigation, de- 
manded a return of the securities, but 
was informed that McDowell had left 
New York for Boston. Further inquiries 
have led to the belief that the missing 
president has taken a steamer from New 
York.

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SUMMER SCHOOL 


BEGINS ITS WORK 


Five Hundred Teachers Present at the 
First Morning’s Session. 


ADVANCEMENT OF EDUCATION 


This Is the Object of the School, 
Which Will Have a Six Weeks’ 
Session—Prominent Educa- 
tors Deliver Addresses 
Daily to the School. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 20.—(Special.)— 
The summer school for teachers and 
others of the south who are interested 
in education convened here yesterday 
morning. The work will be carried on 
in the buildings of the University of 
Tennessee, of which Dr. Charles W. 
Dabney is president, and will cover a 
period of six weeks, closing July 31. This 
school, which has for its object the ulti- 
mate advancement of the education in 
the south, is made possible through the 
generosity of men of wealth in the north 
and east. Many of those who were 
members of the Ogden party, which re- 
cently toured the south, are among the 
contributors to the fund from which the 
expenses of this summer school are paid. 
Citizens of Knoxville also contributed a 
sum to the fund, and the University of 
Tennessee is granting the free use of 
its buildings and grounds, 

Already about 700 have arrived and 
others are expected on every train. More 
than 1,000 have been enrolled, and it is 
expected that at least 1,200 and perhaps 
many more will be in attendance within 
a week. Every preparation possible has 
been made to add to the comfort and 
pleasure of the visiting teachers and 
others. The homes of the people of 
Knoxville have been thrown open, and 
where there is a lack of accommoda- 
tions in hotels they are amply provided 
in private houses. 

The school was formally opened Wed- 
nesday morning at 8 o’clock, when fully 
500 people were assembled in the large 
auditorium, which will seat about 1,000. 
This has ‘been erected on the lawn of 
the university campus, and in it all the 
public lectures and addresses wil] be de- 
livered. Professor P. P. -Claxton, of 
this city, who is editor of the publica- 
tions being isued by the southern edu- 
cation board, and who is manager of 
the summer school, delivered a _ short 
address in which he outlined the work 
that is to be undertaken, and he con- 
cluded by making announcements for 
this and other days. Short talks were 
also made by Dr. C. W. Dabney, Dr. 
E. A. Alderman, of Tulane university, 
New Orleans, La.; Rev. Edgar Gardner 
Murphy, of Montgomery,. Ala., execu- 
tive secretary of the southern education 
board; Dr. Eben Alexander, of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, and others. 

The first public address of the school 
was delivered at 10 o'clock Wednesday 
morning by Dr. Emerson White, of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, who spoke on the theme, 
“The Duty of the Hour.” This duty, 
he defined, was in advancing the educa- 
tional facilities and influences of this 
entire country. He was heard by a 
large audience, including many people 
from the city. 

In the afternoon at 4 o’clock Dr. 
White delivered a second public lecture 
on ‘‘The Art of Teaching.” 

Class Room Work. 

Immediately following the morning ad- 
dress the class room vi&rk was organ- 
ized and preliminary lectures were 
given by the various professors and in- 
structors. Their plans were outlined and 
actual work will begin in earnest tomor- 
row morning. Similar class organiza- 
tion work occupied the afternoon with 
the exception of the time given to Dr. 
White's second lecture. 

The personnel of the men who are 
here to begin the educational work is 
an earnest of the very high standard 
of this summer school.

ASSESSMENT OF FRANCHISES IN 
NORTH CAROLINA. 


Attempt To Force Commission To 
Make Assessment This Year Fails. 
Decision of the Court. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 20.—(Special.)—The 
supreme court decides that it is not the 
duty of the corporation commission to as- 
sess railway franchises for taxation un- 
til 1908, which ig the year of general as- 
sessment. An ex-state senator named 
Ward attempted to force the corporation 
commission to make this assessment last 
year, but the courts ali decide with the 
commissien. A supporter of the attempt 
says its failure lost $350,000 a year to the 
state, which needs that sum to keep up 
with all the legislative appropriations. 
But the attempt to¢orce the railways 
to pursue one policy toward the rail- 
ways and another toward the people hag 
signally failed. 

The supreme court let about a dozen 
cases go over unti] next term, which be- 
gins the fourth Monday in October. 
Among the cases which thus goes over is 
the very notable one of Gattis, a preacher 
of the North Carolina Methodist Episco- 
pal conference, against Rev. Dr. Kilgo, 
president of Trinity college, who is also 
in that conference, The suit is for libel 
and for $100,000 damages. It has been twice 
before the supreme court and is now be- 
fore it for the third time.

Canadian Trade’ Review: The fishing 
industry of Canada figures in the export 
fables for the last fiscal year for $10,720,- 
Ri? which tis the large proportion of one- 
half of the tota] value produced. This in 
fhe year 1900, which the statistics in the 
annual report of the department cover, 
was $21,557,639, a decrease of $331,067 from 
the record of 1899, but greater than the 
average of the last ten years. Divided 
among the provinces, the production was 
a” follows:

Nova Scotia's lead is a natural one. 
Her fishermen are within easy reach of 
the haunts of the herring, the mackerel 
and the cod, and her shores are still fre- 
quented by the lobster, which stands 
high in the list as a source of wealth. 
British Columbia owes her pogition in 
second place to the salmon, which rush 
to her rivers with a regularity and in 
numbers that make one of the wonders 
of marine history. Salmon lead in the list 
of the value of fish taken, tne figures 
given being $3,893,217, cod being set down 
for $3,614,775, lobsters for $3,055,350, her- 
rings for $1,853,237 and mackerel] for 
$1,649,448. None of the other fish reach the 
million dollar mark. 

A noteworthy fact is that, in spite of 
the talk about the catch being pursued 
too eagerly, the value of kdsters taken 
was nearly $200,000 greater than In‘ 1899. 
This was due, not to the work of the 
packers. but to the growth of the trade 
in lobsters between western Nova Scotia 
and United States markets. The report 
refers to this as a movement to be en- 
couraged, only the larger sized lobsters 
being of use. Another developing branch 
is the halibut fishery on the Pacific 
coast, where a growth in value of $130,000 
is noted in a total of $496,964. The capi- 
tal invested in the industry is very con- 
siderable, being put down at $10,990,125. 
The lobster plant is valued at $1,419,100.

A¥together some 80,000 men were e¢m- 
ployed at least for a part of their time 
in the work the fisheries and made 
use of 1,200 s@hooners, 38,930 boats and 
6,298,000 fathoms of net, so that the in- 
direct employment is also large. The 
government expenditure, on administra- 
tion, fish culture, protection, etc., during 
the year covered by the report was 
$491,869. there being received in this con- 
nection from various sources a return 
of $98,178. There was also a payment 
of bounties to the deep sea fishermen of 
the maritime provinces of $158,802, there 
going to the crews of 802 fishing schoon- 
ers a sum of $68,721. the rest being dis- 
tributed among 22,031 boat fishermen. It 
would not seem from the latter figure 
that the bounties are any great en- 
couragement to an industry that shows 
such large results. 


The Lord Mayor’s Mace. 


London Chronicle: Great Interest was shown 
by the judges of the court of claims in their 
inspection of the asllver scepter or mace which 
is to be carried by the lord mayor, subject to 
the king’s approval, at the coronation of Ed- 
ward VII. This emblem of the lord mayor's 
authority was borne the 


in coronation of 


George IV, since which the lord mayor has 
taken no part in the procession. The steff, 
about 18 inches long, is composed of crystal, 
cut and channeled, with alternate bands of 
gold, and the crystal are filled with thin 
filets of gold, and the gold divisions are dec- 
orated with three rubies and three sapphires, 
besides six very large seed pearls, and other 
pearls arranged in groups. There is no record 
of the time when this curious relic was origi- 
nally made, but in its present shape it has 
been assigned to the early part of the fif- 
teenth century. 

In the early part of the nineteenth centu 
the mace was intrusted to Messre. Rundell 
and Bridges for repairs; tnese authorities 
stated that the coronet was made of an alloy 
not used in art manufacture since the con- 
quest. The fleurs-de-lis ornamenting the 
net are thought to have been added about the 
time when the Plantagenet kings firet set up 
their claim to the throne of France, probduiv 
in the reign of Richard Il. There are four 
city swords formerly carried on state oca@e 
sions—the sword of state; the black sword, 
probably made in the reign of Charlies IT, 
which was carried in Lent, on January 30, 
as a memento of the death of Charlies J on 
September 2, in remembrance of the great 
fire of London, on a death in the royal family. 
and on all fast davs when his lordship should 
go to St. Pauls; the Sunday or pearl sword, 
named from the nature of its ornamenis, 
used on occasions of ceremony or festivity. 
and the common sword, to go to the sessions, 
courts of aldermen, common council, ete.

Lying within this vast range of ter- 
ritory there are 600,000,000 acres be- 
longing to the public domain and the 
purpose of the bill which has just 
passed both houses of congress is to 
inaugurate the work of reclaiming 
the arid lands embraced within this 
region and to make it fit for habita- 
tion. If the water supply to be pro 
vided by irrigation is scientifically 
distriouted and economically used it 
is believed by experts that enough 
land can be reclaimed out of this vast 
tract to support 25,U..,000 people. 

In view of the crowded condition of 
the eastern slope and the steady drift 
of population westward it is the part 
of wise statesmanship to reclaim the 
arid lands of the west as rapidly as 
possible and at any cost. 


Those Crosses of Gold. 

There are eighteen government offi- 
cials asking congress to permit them to 
accept decorations offered by foreign 
monarchs and governments. The rage 
for these meretricious crosses of gold 
and button-hole rosettes from Euro- 
pean courts is growing among our 
parasites of plutocracy and incipient 
imperialism and it is about time for 
a common sense American congress 
to sit down on the whéle dudish ar§i 
despicable business. Not one of the 
eighteen petitioners above noted is a 
person of any conspicuous qualities or 
public service. 

It may be asked why foreign poten- 
tates confer these often cheap decora- 
tions on equally cheap Americans? In 
the first place, most of the orders in 
the case are simply honorary make- 
shifts of royalty for rewarding bour- 
geois adherents who render some time- 
ly homage or service that momentari- 
ly pleases the royal nibs or his prime 
minister. They are frequently given 
to mayors of small cities who meet 
some member of royalty at the city 
depot and get off a flamboyant ad- 
dress of welcome and eulogy. Some- 
times they are given to a railway su- 
perintendent who has safely managed 
a royal train and sometimes to a chief 
of police who has safely conducted the 
king or one of his kids during a jog 
from one point to another. 

In most European countries almost 
every tenth man in any sort of public 
service has a ribbon in his button-hole 
and struts behind it ljke a peacock on 
perpetual parade. When given to 
Americans they are generally the price 
of some piece of flunkeyism or a con- 
ventional reward for some incidental 
accommodation. For instance, among 
the eighteen now on the anxious seat 
is a female clerk in the bureau of ed- 
ucation, who probably furnished some 
school data to a foreign department 
of public instruction, and the son of 
Admiral Crowninshield, who did some 
consular favor to a court somebody 
in Italy, and Third Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Pierce, who attained pub- 
lic attention by dangling at the heels 
of the Rochambeau delegation from 
France a few weeks ago. 

It really honors no self-respecting 
American to have those gewgaws giv- 
en him and those who think they are 
dignified by having them offered are 
not safe Americans *<o be trusted 
with the head-expanding' baubles. 
Therefore congress would do well to 
shut off the O. K. mill from operating 
on foreign decorations.

The particular curse of modern pol- 
itics as engineered by the republican 
party is the legislation of special 
privileges. The evil has grown to 
enormous proportions and has graft- 
éd itself upon every branch of public 
law-making—national, state and mu- 
nicipal. It involves the withdrawal of 
the common rights of all the people 
and their centralization in the hands 
of the few, represented in corpora- 
tions, trusts and exploiting syndicates.

They held it to be manifestly 
violative of the declared inalienable 
rights of the people to take from them 
the liberties of individual prerogative 
and endeavor, and bestow the author- 
ity to hold, exercise and profit by 
such rights upon any individual solely, 
or vest them in any incorporation of 
individuals. They believed in the in- 
tegrity of the right of eminent do- 
main, the justice of free-handed com- 
petition and strict equality of rights 
among the citizens of the country. 
Patents and copyrights, of course, for 
reasons easily justifiable, were the 
only special privileges permitted by 
the constitution. 

It is'a singular fact that the first 
impulse of a foreigner transferring his 
residence to the United States is to 
become a democrat. From his read- 
ing of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the constitution he becomes 
impressed with the fidelity of the 
cardinal principles of the democratic 
party to the intendments of those 
great writings. But after a little ex- 
perience with American life under re 
publican rule, after seeing how the 
government is actually conducted for 
classes and special interests, how 
money and syndicated avarice con- 
tro] legislation, and that individualism 
is ever sacrificed to trusts and monop- 
Oolies, he becomes affected with the 
false notion that his best chance to 
survive is “to join the gang” and get 
a share of the loot.

‘‘The chinch bug caused a loss of $30,000,- 
000 in 1871, upward of $100,000,000 in 1874, 
and in 1887 $60,000,000. The Rocky moun- 
tain locust, or grasshopper, in 1874 de- 
stroyed $100,000,000 of the crops of Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Nebraska and lowa, and 
the indirect loss was probably as much 
more. For many years the cotton cater- 
pillar caused an annual average loss in 
the southern states of $15,000,000, while in 
1868 and 1873 the loss reached $30,000,000. 
The fiy weevil, our most destructive 
enemy to stored grains, particularly 
throughout the south, inflicts an annual 
loss in the whole country of $40,000,000. 
The codling moth, the chief ravager of 
the apple and pear crops, destroys every 
year fruit valued at $30,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000. The damage to live stock inflicted 
by the ox bot, or ox warble, amounts to 
$36,000,000. 

“These are fair sampleg of the enor- 
mous money losses produced in one coun- 
try by a few of the pigmy captains of per- 
nicious industry whose hosts operate in 
the granaries, fields, stock farms and 
the stock yards of our country. What is 
the grand total? B. D. Walsh, one 
of the best entomologists of his day, in 
1867 estimated the total yearly loss in 
the United States from insects to be from 
$300,000,000 to §$400,000,000. In 1890, C. V. 
Riley, long chief of the division of ento- 
mology, estimated the loss at $300,000,000. 
Dr. James Fletcher in 1891 footed up the 
loss to about one-tenth of our agricultural 
products—$3320,000,000! In 1899, E. Dwight 
Sanderson, after careful consideration 
of the whole field, put the annual loss at 
$309,000,000.”” 


According to the bulletin of the French 
Society of Civil Engineers a number of 
successful experiments have been made 
with the Maiche system of wireless te- 
legraphy in transmitting messages 
through the ground. An insulated wire, 
ealled the “base wire’’ is installed in a 
given place, supported along its length by 
insulators and terminating at each end in 
a metal plate buried in a layer of molst 
earth. The length of the wire used varies 
with the distance to which the signals are 
to be transmitted. The receiving station 
has a similar equipment. At a certain 
point in the wire the transmitting and 
receiving devices are inserted. These com- 
prise a battery coupled in series , with 
two telephones or Morse apparatus; also 
a device for giving telephonic signals. In 
this way an apparatus which has been 
designed to work at distances not over 
1,200 feet, with a base wire from 4 to 60 
feet long, or a ratio of 1 to 20, was 
found to transmit signals to 4,500, 10,500 
and 21,000 feet. Up to 10,500 feet the tele- 
phonic and telegraphic signals were clear 
and distinct, but at 21,000 feet the fele- 
phone messages became indistinct, while 
the telegraph worked as well as usual. 
However, it was found necessary to in- 
crease the length of the base wire for 
the longer distances, and for distances 
of from 10,500 to 21,000 feet Mr. Maiche 
used a wire of 1,200 to 1,350 feet, or one- 
fifteenth to one-eighteenth ratio. The 
experiments have succeeded so well that 
the prince of Monaco volunteered to lend 
his yacht, the Princess Alice, for the ex- 
periments which the inventor is to carry 
out on the Mediterranean coast. It is 
expected to install a base wire along the 
ground with its apparatus, while the 
other wire will have one end on land and 
the other fixed to the vessel, so that its 
length can be easily varied. In this way 
the relation of the length of the base 
wire to the distance wiil be determined, 
and also whether the wires must be placed 


parallel to each other.

an interesting fact that everybody on the 
outside here sympathizes with the beet 
Sugar republicans in the factional fight 
which has split the republican party.

The reason is not difficult to under- 
stand. From the time when the issue first 
became live the beet sugar men have 
been not only sneered at by so-called ad- 
ministration leaderg as things beneath 
notice and to be despised, but they have 
been treated with arrant duplicity and 
political dishonesty by those of thelr re- 
publican colleagues whose chief concern 
has been to cater to the white hgysc— 
indeed, they have been so treated by the 
president himself. 

Speaker Henderson’s Change. 

A pertinent exhibit presented in a num- 
ber of the speeches made when the Dill 
was before the house is a letter written 
by Speaker Henderson to an lowa con- 
stituent who, some months agu, under- 
took to criticize the speaker for his then 
well-known opposition to the proposed re- 
duction on Cuban products. That was 
before he had seen a-new light through 
white house spectacles. Speaker Hender- 
son made no secret in those days of the 
fact that he did not look with favor upon 
a reduction on Cuban sugars, and in this 
letter he very plainly told his Iowa 
friend that those who indorsed President 
Roosevelt's position did not understand 
the situation. With a clearness of com- 
prehension which, in view of later de- 
velopments, deserved to be characterized 
as prophecy, he pointed out to his mis- 
guided friend that the real beneficiary of 
the proposed reduction—the element most 
interested in pushing through the reci- 
procity bill was the sugar trust. 

Speaker Henderson then took exactly 
the same position«which the beet sugar 
republicans have maintained throughout. 
Nor was he alone in this. Grosvenor, 
Payne, Dalzell and other house leaders; 
Mr. Long, of Kansas, who is endeavoring 
to ride into the senate on the strength 
of his newly acquired adherence to the 
Roosevelt leadership—these and others oc- 
cupled at the outset the same position 
which the despised “insurgents’’ ma:u- 
tain now. — 

Arrogance of Leadership. 

Having been converted by frequent com- 
munication with the white house, Hen- 
derson, Payne, Grosvenor, Dalzell—the 
house big four—assured the president 
that they would very promptly drive all 
other republicans into line. They boasted 
with the arrogance of self-assumed im- 
portance that those then refusing to sup- 
port the bill would be made to “lay 
down,’’ as the vernacular of latter-day 
politics puts it. The house, they declared, 
would not dare refuse to follow the great 
leadership. Not only did these men so 
boast to the president, but they had the 
bad taste to taunt the beet sugar minority 
on every possible occasion, 

This arrogance of leadership on the 
house side has its counterpart in the sen- 
ate. Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, has 
long enjoyed having himself written of 
as the “real leader® of the reublican ma- 
jority. He is a very astute politician 
and manipulator—of this there can be no 
doubt—and he has from the first assured 
the president there would be no trouble 
in the senate; he would see that at the 
proper time the insurgents would be run 
to cover. 

How the house big four was turned 
down is a matter of history. The vic- 
tory of the beet sugar men there did not 
lessen their bitterness toward the man 
who had sneered at them and had at- 
tempted to drive them, and whose as- 
sumption of superiority was not dimin- 
ished by their defeat. This defeat, how- 
ever, rankled in the hearts of Henderson, 
Grosvenor, Payne, Dalzell and the lesser 


resentment these men feel is directly re- 
sponsible for the failure of all efforts 
to get ‘the two factions together. 

President Agreed To Compromise. 

It is a piece of unwritten history that 
President Roosevelt would have agreed to 
a proposition made by a delegation of the 
insurgents had it not been for these house 
leaders whose desire to humiliate the 
minority outweighed all considerations of 
party harmony. 

A delegation of seven men, representing 
the beet sugar faction, went to the white 
house upon the president’s invitation to 
talk over the situation. At that confer- 
ence the formal proposition was made 
that if the tariff on refined sugar was 
placed at the same figure as the highest 
rate upon raw sugars—in other words, 
if a good portion of the tar®f in the in- 
terest of the sugar trust was taken off— 
the beet sugar people would agree to the 
20 per cent reduction upon Cuban raw 
sugar. 

“I don’t see any®hing the matter with 
that,’’ said President Roosevelt. 

“Well, Mr. President,’’ responded the 
spokesman for the delegation, “if you will 
agree to that, the fight is off. There will 
be no differences.”’ 

The president did agree. He then con- 
sulted with his visitors as to the best 
way to put through such an agreement. 
They advised him to send for Uncle Joe 
Cannon, of Illinois, who was on the 
other side of the fence, but who was not 
afflicted with any pride of -teadership. 
He was decided upon as the best man in 
the house to take hold of this compromise 
and put it through. 

Let Leaders Control Him. 

The president promised to send for him 
and consult him alone. The next any- 
body heard of the matter, the president 


Thad summoned Payne and Grosvenor and 


Dalzell and Long with Cannon to confer 
with him about the matter. This sum- 
moning of the mighty house leadership 
threw the fat in the fire so far as any 
compromise was concerned. These lead- 
ers argued strenuously that it would nev- 
er do to make any compromise with the 
rebels—that the only way to treat them 
was to drive them to the wall. Under 
this advice the president weakened. 
Whether sugar trust leaders of the sen- 
ate contributed to that result cannot be 
said with any certainty; but it is certain 
that the man upon whose advice in the 
senate the president most relies is popu- 
larly understood to have close relation- 
ship with that trust. 

In the face of the treatment they have 
received at the hands of this combina- 
Ftion of arrogant leadership and sugar 
trust influence, it is no wonder that the 
beet sugar people, being human, are mad. 
And it is because of the manifest unfair- 
ness of the fight that has been made 
against them that the sympathies of on- 
lookers are all with the Insurgents in 
their fight. 

Caucus or Conference? 

Whether they can win depends upon 
just one thing. If the republican major- 
ity in the senate decides to hold a bind- 
ing caucus upon the bill, they have the 
votes to force through a resolution mak- 
ing it a party measure. In the face of 
such a resolution there would undoubted- 
ly be a weakening of insurgents. If, on 
the other hand, this bill is simply consid- 
ered in a conference and the members are 
not bound to follow the majority, the 
chances are that al! will stick to the po- 
sition they now hold. In the light of 
precedent, nothing could be more unfair 
than to take a non-partisan bill of this 
kind and make it a party measure. The 
administration leaders probably have the 
power to do this, but there are some 
among them who very much doubt the 
wisdom of taking so extreme a step.

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Replying to Aspersions of Republicans, Georgian 
Says Inhabitants of Philippines Are a Superior 
People--Only Christians in Orient. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, June 20.—(Special.)—The 
house is taking its turn at debating the 
Philippines government bill this week. 
Under the order agreed upon tbere will 
be five days of genera] debate and two 
days of debate upon amendments. The 
republicans of the house committee have 
accepted the senate bill after voting down 
by a party vote the minority bill. There 
have been a@ number of speeches in the 
house upon the issues involved in the 
Philippines controversy, but they have 
been delivered during the pendency of 
general appropriation bills and members 
speak on any subject they choose. It is 
difficult to see how anything can now 
be said upon the Phillppinés question 
which was not said during the senate de- 
bate, and as thé canal bill and the Cuban 
fill will be before the senate during the 
week, the indications are that the dis- 
cussion of these matters will overshad- 
ow that of the Philippines. 

The passage of this Philippines govern- 
ment bill undoubtedly ties the islands 
more tightly to this country. The parti- 
san attitude of the republicans has re- 
sulted in creating a misconception con- 
cerning the character of the Filipinos. 
Senator Bacon had something to say 
about the people of the islands on the 
closing day of the senate debate which 
gives a different impression of them from 
that which is ordinarily held. In speak- 
ing of the people the senator from Geor- 
gia said: 

“I want to say, Mr. President, if I may 
be pardoned for speaking of anything in- 
cluded in my personal experience in the 
Philippines, that my observation of that 
people satisfied me that they were a very 
far superior people to what I supposed 
they were before I went there. They are 
in some respects far superior to any other 
Asiatic people I have ever seen. They 
certainly have a very much higher regard 
for the outward observance of the decen- 
cies and modesties of life, as we under- 
stand them and as we observe them, im- 
measurably more so than any other Asiat- 
ic race. What is the cause of that 1 do 
not Know, unless it is the ameliorating 
influences of Christianity. upon them, 
for it is a fact, Mr. President, that they 
are, speaking af them generally, a Chris- 
tian people and a people of great devo- 
tion to their religion. 


“Something has been said here about the 
Filipinos having organized the only Te- 
public ever organized in Asia, and there 
has been controversy as to whether or not 
they did not in fact organize a true re- 
public. I do not propose to go into that 
question, but there is one question that I 
think is absolutely true, and that is that 
they are the only Christian people in the 
whole of Asia, either on the mainland or 
on the islands of that continent. If tnere 
is any other Christian people in the whole 
of Asia, except the Filipinos, I do not 
know of them. In that vast continent, 
embracing nearly one half of the entire 
human race, among them al] tnere is no 
Christian people except the Filipinos. Of 
course, I do not include in that state- 
ment the Russians who have gone to 
Siberia, ‘bDecause they are not an Asiatic 
people, but a European people. I in- 
clude the Visayany, who constitute some 
2,600,000 people; I include the Tagalogs 
and others of the islands of Luzon and 
according to the report of the Schurman 
commission, some 6,500,000 people. Thuse 
are the number whom I include. 

“Out of an estimated population of be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 10,000,000 people, 6,500,- 
000 of them are devoted Christians. There 
are more than twice as many Christians 
in the Philippines than there were peuple 
of every class in the thirteen colonies 
when they wrested their independence 
from England and founded this mighty 
nation. They do not bel@&g to the de- 
nominations which are most popular— 
when I say ‘popular’ I mean most numer- 
ous—in the United States, but they are 
none the less most devoted Christians, 
and the number of them is stated by 
the Schurman commission to be 6,500,000. 
In everything except language they are 
one people—in religion, in blood, in dress, 
in habits, in domestic and socia] customs 
and observances and in a strong feeling 
of common nationality. Whatever was 
formerly jacking in this last regard they 
have now been welded together in the 
white heat of four years’ war, 

“rt wish to say further, Mr. President, 
that all I have said in reference to the 
Philippine people relates to this particu- 
lar class and does not include the Moros 
nor the Negritos nor the Igorrotes. 1 am 
speaking of those who are recognized as 
the representative people of the islands. 
The Moros are-not calléd there Filipinos 
in the Moro country. When you go into 
Mindanao, where there are a great many 
Moros and also a great many of those 
we ordinarily call Filfpinos, even there 
there is that distinction made among 
themselves. In speaking of themselves 
they say “such a man is a Moro” and 
‘such a man is a Filipino.’ I am glad 
of the opportunity to draw the distinction 
to which the senator from Indiana has 
attracted my attention. I am very much 
obliged to him that he has done 80, be- 
cause I do not wish to be misunderstood 
in regard to that matter. 

‘But, Mr. President, in speaking thus 
of tne Filipinos I do not say this with 
any disposition of criticism or controver- 
sy, but simply in connection with the 
contention which I am endeavoring to 
make as to the propriety of our con- 
ferring upon those people liberal free in- 
stitutions. The fact that they are a 
Christian people, a people devoted in 
their observances of the requirements of 
the Christian religion, a people whose 
Christianity has developed into the 0obD- 
servances of the outward decencies and 
modesties of life, a people whose Chris- 
tianity has developed into the virtues of 
home and society which characterize Eu- 
ropeans and Americans who are also 
Christians—all these things, I say, Mr. 
President, should appeal to us most 
strongly in dealing with this people and 
influence us to confer upon them the 
freest institutions which it is possible 
for us to conceive them capable of ap- 
preciating and enjoying. 

“It does seem to me the very irony of 
fate—one that cannot fail to sadden any 
man who goes there and looks upon that 
people—the very irony of fate that the 
people who alone in ail Asia who share 
with us our religion and worship witha 
us at the same altar; the people who 
alone in all Asia have, through the in- 
fluence of our religion, grown into the 
love of social and domestic virtues, which 
are our richest inheritance; the people 
who have come nearest to us tn our civil- 
ization, so far as personal characteristics 
and observances go; the people among 
whom this is seen even in the matter 
of their dress, which closely approaches 
that of Europeans and Americans, the 
only people who in all Asia even approx- 
imate the outward dress of civilized na- 
tions—I stems to me to 


say 
look tke the irony of fate that we 
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the great Christian republic of all the 
world, should have been Drought into a 
situation—not criticising it now, but 
speaking of it simply as an unfortunate 
fact—that we should have been brought 
into a situation where there should have 
been between us this bloodshed, this ter- 
rible war, with its death and desolation 
and devastation. Mr. President, they are 
too far away, they belong to a different 
race, they can never be with us and @ 
part of us, but every good sentiment ap- 
peals for their right to be a people, a na- 
tion free from the yoke of fhraldom. 

“Mr. President, I have felt that it was 
proper I should say this much for this 
people. I am not speaking now, as I say, 
in a controversial spirit or in a spirit of 
ertticism for the purpose of attacking any- 
thing that has been done or anybody by 
whom it has been done. It is a very 
difficult thing in the heat of war and in 
the presence of the narration of outrages 
committed by some of that people upon 
our own sidiers, of barbarities and atro- 
cities that nobdy can possibly defend and 
everybody must condemn, and which I 
know the good people of that country con- 
demn, it is extremely difficult for us to 
recognize the humanities of the situation; 
and it is with the hope that some one 
word I say may reach the American peo- 
ple jn the presentation to them of the 
fact that, in spite of the horrors of war, 
in spite of all prejudices which grow out 
of this conflict of life and death between . 
man and man, and between people and 
people, in spite of all that, that they are 
a people who should peculiarly commend 
themselves to us; that they are the only 
people in the whole of Asia that have 
the same religion that we have; that they 
are the only people in Asia that have the 
same outward regard for the decencies of 
life and modesties that we have and as 
we understand, and that they are the only 
people who have and prize the samé &0- 
cial and domestic virtues that we have. 

“I do not mean to say that other Aslatie 
nations have not the domestic virtues— 
far from it, because that woulg not be 
true, and it would be unkind in me to 
state it if it were true—but I say the 
peculiar social and domestic virtues, those 
that we most value and that pecullarly 
appeal to us, they are the virtues that 
strikingly distinguish the Pilipino people 
from all other Asiatic people. And most 
deeply impressed, sir, as I am by this 
fact, I am impelled to the utterance that 
these are things which should appeal to 
us most strongly to deal with this peo- 
ple in the kindest, ‘the most considerate, 
the most indulgent possible manner. 

*‘Not only so, but they should appeal to 
us most strongly to recognize the fact 
that a people of such religion, a people of 
such social and domestic virtues, a peo- 
ple with a love of country, which I believe 
is as strong in them as in any people in 
all the world, if they desire their liberty, 
if they desire an independent nationality, 
these are facts that should appeal to us 
most strongly, and we should not turn to 
them a deaf ear either through greed 
for wealth, the pride of conquest, or the 
lust of dominion. 


“There is one thing which appealed to 
me most pathetically in my intercourse 
with a great many people there. I take 
occasion to say that I had no Intercouse 
with any except those who had recognized 
the sovereignty of the United States and 
were professedly loyal to it, who were no 
insurrectos—certainly not actively en- 
gaged in insurrection. But a fact which 
came to my knowledge—and I know it 
not only came to-my knowledge, but to 
that of a great many others, because I 
bave heard American officers speak of it~ 
was this: That one great apprehension 
of that people is that the occupation of 
those islands by the American people 
means the extermination of themselves as 
a people, 

“That ig the grave apprehension of that 
people. It is with them an ever-present 
haunting fear. I myself do not think to 
the extent of their fear the apprehension 
well-founded. If the islands shall be ex- 
ploited by Americans, I doubt not that the 
Filipinos will be pressed to the wall and 
that under such circumstances they will 
never be the governing class in their own 
country. But I do not think the apprehen- 
sion of utter extermination is well found- 
er, solely for the reason that, on account 
of climatic conditions, the islands can 
never be tnhabited by white people. If 
they could be inhabited by white people 
IT believe our occupation wold have the 
effect of the practical extermination in 
time of the native population. 

“Mr. President. I venture to narrate to 
the senate a little incident which came 
within my personal knowledge. TI have 
narrated it elsewhere, but it will not be 
out of place here, as illustrative of the 
feeling of the Filipino people and their 
desire for nationality—a desire which, I 
think, 18 as universal as it has ever been 
among a people. 
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“In conversing with a man who was not 
a politician and had never been a soldier, 
who was a man of property. a man of 
business, and who deprecated the war 
and wished it to cease, dnd wag extreme- 
lv anxious to that end that the authority 
of the United States should be recognized 
and that there should be no resistance to 
it, but who still thought that the Filipino 
people were entitled to their nationality, 
he said to me in a very dramatic man- 
ner, speaking of the condition in which 
the sovereignty of the United States ~ 
would leave the islands and the effect 
uuon the political status of its people: “TI 
am not a Spaniard: I am not an Amert- 
can: Tam not a Filipino. What am 1? 
indicating the utter hopelessness in that 
man’s mind of the status of himself and 
his people, that he was no longer a Span- 
iard, that he could never become an Amer- 
ican, and that as nationality was denied 
to his race hé was not even a Filipino. 

“T feel that no man can go to the Phil- 
ippine islands, unless he fs an extreme 
partisan, and fail to be Interested in that 
people and to entertain a very great desire 

that there should be meted out to them 
much of kindness and much indulgence 
and muéh of consideration, and that above 
all there should be remembered the ex- 
treme desire and anxiety of that people 
for an independent nationality.’

TO QUIT POLITIC 


Hillyer Injects New Feature In- 
lo Charter Work 


————————— 


Besolution Looking to Prevention of 
Zlectioneering by City Officials. 
+ Resolution May Be Adopted 
Giving One Alderman 
to Each Ward. 


A proposition to incorporate in the new 
city charter a section which shall pro- 
hibit all electioneering or offensive parti- 
sanship by any city official not elected by 
the people was the feature of yesterday's 
session of the charter revision commit- 
tee. 

The resolution looking to that end was 
Introduced by Chairman George Hillyer. 
and was referred without debate. but the 
chances are it will provoke an interesting 
discussion when it comes up for serious 
consideration. 

The rest of the committee’s session was 
devoted to the reconsideration of matters 
alreadv acted npon. 

The first thing up vesterday for recon- 
sideration was the action of the com- 
mittee in fixing the number of aldermen 
at seven regardiess of the number of 
wards. This feature of the new charter 
was adopted by a unanimous vote at the 
last meeting of the committee and recon- 
eidered vesterday by the game vote. H. 
H. Cabaniss, pursuant to his notice served 
at the last meetine made the motion to 
reconsider. The motion was carried and 
Mr, Cabaniss Introduced the following res- 
olution: 

‘Resolved, That the committee on leg- 
{islation be directed to frame this por- 
Yion of the charter so as to provide for 
the election of one alderman from each 
ward, to he elected by the city at 
barge.” ; 

There were geveral speakers on the 
new idea suggested by Mr. Caboniss. 
Charles Barrett made an argument ifn 
favor of one alderman from eath ward. 
Mr. Cabaniss and Centain Enelish snoke 
for the resolution. The members of the 
committee seemed ready to waas it. but 
owing to the fact that Councilman Reed, 
who is chairman of the committee. was 
not present it was decided to send it to 
his-committee. 

West End Stirred Up. 

- It was then brought to the attention 
of the committee by Councilman Kontz 
that much of the dissatisfaction over the 
work of the committee came from the 
people of West End over the change in 
the ward lines. In the discussion that 
followed it developed that there might he 
pome question about the legalitv of chang- 
ing the West Fond ward lines. owing to 
“he contract made between that section 
‘iand Atlanta when it was taken into the 
city. 

A motion was finally made to reconsider 
the action of the committee tn adopting 
the report of the subcommittee on ward 
lines. which fixed nine wards as outlined 
in The Constitution some davws ago. and 
‘was passed by a‘vote of 14 to 8, putting 
Nhe feature back where it was when 
It started—with the subcommittee. 

No defimte action was taken on any 
matter, as the charter committee may be 
pdded to at any time if the mavor signs 
the Winn resolution. Chairman Hillver 
etated that there were several reports 
ready for final adoption, but that as the 
members of council and other citizens 
might become members of the committee, 
it would seem proper that no matter be 
finally disposed of until it Was fully deter- 
mined what was going to be done. 

The chairman, as there was no motion 
to take up anything for final action, an- 
nounced that the introduction of new mat- 
ter would be in order. 

To Cut Out of Politics. 

Under this head Judge Hillyer intro- 
@uced a resolution that would probably 
prove a sensation to the local office hold- 
ers were it to become a part of the city 
charter. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That the committee on 
elections prepare and report a _ suit- 
ably framed section which shall for- 
did electioneering or offensive parti- 
gsanship on the part of superintend- 
ents. chiefs, secretaries and other ex- 
ecutive and ministerial officers of the 
city not elected by the people. 

Such a section in the city charter would 
mean the suppression of all political en- 
Weavors on the part of practically every 
official In the city hall. Politics is what 
‘has given many of them their positions, 
‘and political ald to friends is a part of 
their stock in trade. This feature will 
undoubtedly be productive of much in- 
teresting discussion. 

The resolution was referreq to the ap- 

ruopriate committee without debate, but 

will probably create some talk when it 
romes up. 

Quite a discussion arose in the com- 
mittee vesterday over the motion of J. 
R. Smith to reconsider that part of the 
mew charter alreadv adopted fixine the 
election of councilmen by the city at 
large. Mr. Smith desired to introduce a 
resolution providing for the nomination 
pf councilmen og their respective wards. 
He spoke for the ward nomination. Cap- 
tain English and Captain Ellis spoke for 
the same plan, while Hugh Inman and 
Mr. Dodd both oposed the idea and fa- 
vored the present plan. Before any defi- 
nite action could be taken a motion to 
adjourn was made and carried and the 
committee adjourned to meet next Tues- 
day afternoon at $3 o'clock.

A LONG THIRST IN OLD CLAY. 


Attorney General Decides No Whisky 
Can Legally Be Sold There for 
Four Years. 

Attorney General Boykin Wright yeg- 
terday decided that the citizens of Clay 
county will have to go thirsty for the 
next four years. No whisky can legally 

be sold there for that length of time. 

A loca} dispensary act Wag passed in 
Clay county several years ago, which gave 
the people the right to abolish the dispen- 
saries whenever they pleased, ang also 
giving the mayor and council at Fort 
Gaines the power to regulate the Nquor 
traffic when the people became tired of 
the dispensary. Subsequently the dispen- 
sary was abolished and liquor licenses 
were issued by the authorities. A short 
time ago, however, an election was held 
and the county was put down in the 
“dry column.” /

attorney general for an opinion as to 
whether the local option law holds prece- 
dence over the local dispensary law. They 
maintained that under the local option 
law they had the right to open up the sa- 
loons and issue licenses again.

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RAILROAD MEN 
ARE INDICTED 


Federal Grand Jury Finds 
Four Bills Against Com- 
panies and Freight Men, 


BASED ON POOL CHARGES 
MADE BY COTTON MEN 


Warrants for Men Indicted Will Be 
Issued—They Will Be Held Un- 
der Bonds To Answer the 
Charges at Fall Term 
of Court. 


Tndictrgents were returned bv tne 
United States grand jury against twelve 
prominent railroad men and five railroads 
yesterday as a result of the investiga- 
tion of the freight pool which it is al- 
leged the railroads are conducting in 
Atlanta. The only large railroads run- 
ning into Atlanta that are not indicted 
are the Central of Georgia and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and 8t. Louis. 

Tne railroads are indicted for violat- 
ing the anti-trust law and five of the 
railroad men are indicted for three dif- 
ferent counts, all of them relating to 
the pooling of cotton rates in Atlanta and 
conspiracy in injuring commerce. They 
are S. E. Magill, agent of the Georgia 
railroad; R. 1. Cheatham, assistant gen- 
eral freight agent of the Seaboard Air 
Line railway; J. A. Sams, freight agent 
of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road; 5. F. Parrott, chairman 
of the Southeastern Freight Association, 
and E. O. Pritchard, soliciting freight 
agent of the Georgia railroad. 

The other railroad men indicted are 
Second Vice President W. W. Finley and 
General Freight Agent E. A. Neil, of the 
Southern railway, both of Washington; 
President and General Manager Charles 
A. Wickersham, of Atlanta, anj Traffic 
Manager R. E. Lutz, of Montgomery, of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad: 
Traffic Manager H. F. Smith, of Nash- 
ville. and Division Freight Agent J. A. 
Sams, of Atlanta, of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and General Manager 
Thomas K. Scott and General Freighc 
and Passenger Agent A. G. Jackson, of 
Augusta, of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company. 

The railroads indicted are the Southern 
railway, the Seabourd Air Line, the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad, the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad and the Geor- 
gia Railroad Company, 

Came as a Surprise. 

The grand jury has been investigating 
the alleged pooling of cotton freight 
rates in Atlanta for five days past, and 
many prominent cotton merchants and 
railroad officials have been called upon 
to testify. The indictments come as a 
great surprise to the railroads, although 
the cotten men say that they confidently 
expected that those whom they knew to 
be connected with the poo] would be in- 
dicted. 

One of the indictments against indi- 
and 
another against the roads, charges then 
with a violation of the fifth section of 
the law to regulate commerce, and anoth- 
er joint indictment against both the roads 
and individuals charges them with violat- 
ing the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Warrants for the arrest of the irdi- 
viduals and the representatives of the 
railroads tndicted will be issued upon th2 
return of the Indictments, and each of 
them will be required to furnish a bond 
of $,000 or more at the discretion of the 
court. The maximum frenalty for the 
crime for which the true bills were found 
is a fine of $5,000. 

The grand jury convened yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock. Nothing had been 
done on the previous day, at the request 
of Special Attorney Marchand, of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
it was belleved that new evidence would 
be submitted yesterdav. The only wit- 
ness called yesterday, hcwever, was W. 
H. Beatty, of the cottoa firm of Beatty, 
Hobson & Beatty. He remained in the 
grand jury room for 2 short time. after 
which the jury began its deliberations. 
At 2 o’clock !n the afternoon the indict- 
ments which had been found were hand- 
ed up to Judge W. T. Newman, in the 
United States court. 


Marchand Declines To Talk. 


The investigation has been conducted 
for the gcvernment by £Fpectal Attorney 
John A. Marchand, of Washington, D. 
C., of the interstate commerce commis- 
gion. Mr. Marchand was assisted bv As- 
sistant District Attorneys W. L. Massey 
and George I. Bell. 

Mr, Marchand was seen yesterday af- 
ternoon by a reporter frr The Constitu- 
tion, et the district attcrney’s office in 
the custom house. He refused to make 
any statement about the indletments and 
would. net be interviewed. The reporter 
asked him several questions, to each of 
which Mr. Marchand replied: 

“T am not authoriz4d to make any 
statements whatever about this case.” 

Those who are indicted will be put un- 
der bond for thelr appearance at the 
fall term* of the United States court, at 
which time the cases will be brought to 
trial. 


JESSIE MORRISON AT THE BAR. 


Again on Trial for the Murder of, 
Mrs. Castles. 

Eldorado, Kans., June 20.—A jury to 
try Jessie Morrison for a third time for 
the murder in June, 1900, of Mrs. Olin 
Castle, wag completed today after a 
week's effort, and the taking of testimony 
was hegun. Miss Morrison is charged 
with having killed Mrs. Castle by slash- 
ing her throat with a razor. The first 
jury disagreed and the second found her 
guilty and assessed her punishment at 
ten years’ imprisonment. The verdict 
was reversed on a technicality.

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PASSING THRONG. 
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A prominent lawyer’s office in Atlanta 
resembles a museum, as in it are to bo 
found a number of most interesting arti- 
cles, all mementoes of trials that have 
taken placa or of cases which are yet 
to be called in court. On the mantel- 
shelf ig a photograph of nine people who 
were killed in a wreck near Chattanooga. 
The picture ig a grewsome one, to say 
the least. 

With one exception the people killed 
in the accident were females. They rang- 
ed in years from a baby in the arms 
to the mother of them aljl. It seems that 
the party was traveling in a big two- 
horse wagon to the city to have a group 
photograph taken. Th? road crossed the 
railroad tracks, and just as the vehicle 
reached the center of the rails along 
came a locomotive, rurning at the rate 
cf about 6 miles an ncur. 

The wagon was knocked into splinters 
and its occupants were thrown high in 
the air. Not one of them was run over, 
tut eight of the party were instantly 
killed. The exception was one of the 
half-grown girls. She was tossed many 
feet into a mud-hole on the railroad right 
Of way, and lived about an hour after 
the accident. Strange to say, one af the 
horses escaped uninjured, while the other 
suffered only a few scratches. 

The dead were taken to the city, each 
placed on a cot in the undertaker’s shop 
and photographed. So the object of their 
contemplated visit to the city was renl- 
jzed after all, only not cne of them ever 
imagined under what circumstances the 
picture would be taken. The photcgrapnt 
figured quite prominently in tie trial, 
which occurred some mnths later. 

In one corner of the office 1s a pair of 
crutches. A young girl was {njured in a 
raiyoad wreck and ehe could not walk 
without them. She brought suit against 
the company, got a verdict and presented 
her attorney with the crutches, she hav- 
ing purchased another fair. Of course. 
he secured his fee in addition’ to this 
scuvenir of the accident and trial. There 
ere a number of oth2r articles equally 
as intcresting, and there are probably 
few law offices In the city that do not 
have just such private museums. 


“An insight into the strenuous life of 
the reporter may be gained from the ac- 
count of the rioting which occurred in 
Paterson, N. J., last Wednesday,” re- 
marked the reformed newspaper man. 
‘Harry Harris, a reporter for The Call, 
of that city, was out taking snap-shot 
pictures of the stirring scenes on the 
street. Some of the ripters seriously ob- 
jected and one fired a pistol at the young 
man, the bullet entering his chest. 

“He fell mortally wounded and a crowd 
of rioters ran up and kicked him. He 
drew a revolver with which to defend his 
life, but the cartridge failed to explode 
and he was at the mercy of the maddened 
men. Harris was finally rescued by the 
authorities and was sent at once to the 
hospital, where it was stated his chances 
of recovery were exceedingly slim. 

“There are very few reporters that 
have not at some time in their life faced 
death while engaged in running down a 
‘story.’ It is just these exciting experi- 
ences that m&k®é the business fascinating 
and ‘when a man once begins a news- 
paper career in earnest he usually dieg in 
harness. It is a profession that the aver- 
age reporter finds well nigh impossible to 
divorce himself from. The Harris inci- 
dent is only one of many that happen 
daily among the newspaper men in this 
country. Comparatively few accounts of 
such adventures find their way into print, 
because to a reporter his own troubles 
are exceedingly insignificant when com- 
pared to those of the balance of man- 
kind.’”’

Mayor Vetoes Resolution To 
Eyelude Committeemen, 


Will Call Counéfl Monday Whether, 
He Approves Winn Resolution 
or Not—He Will Probably 
Pass on It Today. 


Mayor Mims has disapproved the reso- 
lution introduced by Alderman Wood- 
ward and passed by counci] making any 
of the members of the charter revision 
committee ineligible for a place on any 
of the city boards within one year after 
their term as committeemen has expired. 

The mayor has not written and does 
not expect to write any veto message, 
but he has vetoed the paper, and if it 
ever becomes a law it will have to be 
passed over his veto. 

The Winn resolution which wae passed 
at the last meeting of counc!] making 
the members of the coyrcil together with 
twenty-eight other citizens menrbers of 
the charter committee has not been act- 
ed en by the mayor. He stated yester- 
day that he did not yet know what he 
would do with the paper, but no matter 
what he did ne would cali a special meet- 
ing cf council] for next Monday after- 
noon, 

If the mayor should sign the paper he 
will cal] the meeting for the purpose of 
letting the councilmen elect the new 
members as the resolution provides. If 
he should veto the paper it will be nec- 


essary to give his reasons to the coun- 
cil and let them take whatever action 
they think best. 

Against Increasing Number. 

The part of the resolu‘tton which makes 
the members of the council members of 
the committee and which extends the 
time allowed the charter ccmmittee the 
mayor is in favor of, but he does not 
approve, of the part that adds twenty- 
eight citjzens to the cor'mittee. As it is 
not within the province of the mayor to 
approve one part of a resolution and 
disapprove another it is probable that 
he will veto the whole thing and ask 
the council] to pass anuther resolution ex- 
tending the time of the comniittee. 

Just what the council will do Monday 
afternoon m case the mayor puts his 
veto on the resolution is not Known, but 
it does not look as if the disagreement 
between the charter committee and the 
city fathers is any nearer a solution than 
ever. 

In the meantime the time allowed the 
charter committee under the resolution 
creating it ig fast drawing to a close, 
and unless the time is extended the char- 
ter committee will have to do some very 
fast work to get the charter ready by 
July 1. 

A great many of the impcrtant ques- 
tions acted on by the committee have 
been reconsidered and will have to be gone 
over again. It ts also known that other 
matters that took much of the time of 
the committee will be reopened and tne 
work, while well In haaid, is not yetina 
completed form.

Leslie's Weekly: If American departmeut 
store promoters are anxious for new worlds 
to conquer they should turn their eyes toward 
far-away Bombay, where, according to Mr.

NEGRO CUTS WHITE MAN 


J. W. Struck, Farm Employee, Vic- 
tim of Murderous Assault.

(VOLNEY DUNNING 


DIES SUDDENLY 


One of Atlanta’s Best Known Citizens 
Passes Away at His Home. 


WAS PROMINENT IN BUSINESS 


Mr. Dunning Was at One Tgne ia 
Council and Aided in Many Im- 
provements—His Father Was 
at One Time Atlanta’s 
Postmastér. 


Volney Dunning, one of Atlanta’s most 


widely and popularly known (Citizens, 
died yesterday afternoon at his home, 10 
Rawson street, after an illness of less 
than one month. 

Few Atlantans were more generally 
esteemed than Mr. Dunning, and the an- 
nouncement of hfs death will cause a gen- 
uine feeling of regret and surprise 
throughout the city this morning. Few 
people knew of Mr. Dunning’s illness, 
even some. of his most intimate friends 
having no knowledge of it. Even those 
conversant with the fact had no idea that 
he was in the least danger. 

A month ago Mr. Dunning was on the 
streets and at his place of business in 
apparently good health. Always genial 
and pleasant, seemingly strong and ro- 
bust, no one acquainted with him would 
have thought of his demise for a long 
time to come. But for years Mr. Dun- 
ning has been afflicted, and death was 
slowly but surely approaching. Three 
weeks ago he remained at home, feeling 
unable to attend to business, but at that 
time neither, the members of his fanilly 
nor physician fel the Jeast concern as to 
his condition. Day by day, however, Mr. 
Dunning's condition grew worse. Rapidly 
he became weaker, but it was not until a 
few days ago that any uneasiness was 
felt about him. 

It was during the present week his fam- 
ily and physician became uneasy. The 
best care and attention possible was giv- 
en. but his days were numbered and he 
was among the first to realize the fact. 
With the same easy temper that he met 
every proposition during fife he confront- 
ed the end, and to those about him he 
showed not the least fear of it. 

Death came jJast night just ag the day 
was dying out and surrounded by those 
who loved him most he passed into the 
great beyond. 

His Well-Known Career. 

Mr. Dunning was a son of James Dun- 
ning, Once postmaster of Atlanta, and 
during his days one of the most promi- 
nent and successful citizens of the place. 
His father was foremost among those 
who worked for the advancement of the 
Gate City in its early days, and to his 
energies many of Atlanta’s achievements 
in days gone by were largely due. Vol- 
ney Dunning, who was about sixty years 
old, was for years a successful merchant. 
He conducted a grocery store for a lonz 
time on McDonough street, now Capitol 
avenue, and later opened one of the larg- 
est grocery stores the city had known 
up to that time on the southeast corner 
of Marietta and Broad streets. 

Subsequently he went out of groceries 
and, as successor to the Ladds, pioneers 
in that lne, conducted one of. the larg- 
est lime and cement houses in the city. 

While always actively engaged in com- 
mercial work Mr. Dunning found time to 
give to the advancement and to the wel- 
fare of his home city. He was at one 
time a prominent and leading figure in

To what extent your committee is will- 
ing or is authorized to expend money 
for the station upon property not vested 
in thé state I am not advised. 

(2) Changes in Street Grades. 

The railway tracks under Whitehall 
street viaduct must be raised about 4 
feet. Therefore, there must be a mate 
rial raising, and probably an entire re- 
building, of this viaduct, the exact 
amount of increased height at street 


level being dependent upon form of the 
new construction. Mr. Gilbert, “ ne 
lieve, claims that the necessary elevat a 
to pass the elevated tracks undernea 
ean be secured without affecting the 
street grade in front of improved Pen 
erty north and south of the viaduct, but 
from our examinations this is not aP- 
parent. Even if this be feasible, how- 
ever, the grade ascending and descend- 
ing on the viaduct would necessarily be 
much increased, 

The floor of the Broad street viaduct 
must be raised considerably, althouga 
not so much as the Whitehall. 

The grades of Wall street, and of 
Pryor and Loyd streets at the south 
line of Wall, must be lowered 6 feet 
below the level of the present railway 
tracks. That is to say, the new street 
level near the corner of Pryor and Wall 
will be approximately that of the base- 
ment floor of the Kimbal] house. How 
far this will require a lowering of the 
grades of Pryor and Loyd streets north 
of Wall and south of the station has 
not been ascertained, and would depend 
upon a decision of the city engineer or 
the city council. 

(3) Narrowing of Streets. 

Wall street between Loyd and Pryor 
-must be narrowed to an average width, 
including sidewalk, of about 25 feet, as 
Against its present width of about 80 
feet, This Mr. Gilbert intends to com- 
pensate for by widening Pryor street 
into a. concourse under the train shed. 

Wall street from Pryor street to For- 
Byth street must be so narrowed that 
two vehicles cannot pass, and this nar- 
rowed streetway willl be largely under 
the track structure, this structure 
reaching to the curb line of the Kim- 
ball house at the corner of Wall and 
Pryor streets, or say within about 10 
feet of the windows of the Kimball 
house. 

(4) Crossing Streets Overhead. 

The train shed crosses Pryor street 
overhead, and the elevated tracks cross 
Loyd street overhead, with’ clearances, 
respectively, of 12 -feet. 

On the area stated and with these al- 
terations of street grades and widths 
Mr. Gilbert proposes to erect a station 
with the following leading characteris- 
tics: 

The railway tracks to be elevated 8 
feet above the level of the tracks in the 
present station. 

The train shed, 135 feet wide, to extend 
from Loyd gtreet West 480 feet, with 
umbrelia** sNeds” éxfetiding “thence to 
Whitehall, all waiting, baggage, express 
and other rooms being placed underneath 
the tracks and shed. 

The passenger tracks for the station, 
both local and through, to have a total 
length clear of switcNes of about 6,130 
feet; floor area of waiting rooms, bag- 
gage, express and general service rooms 
b3,150 feet; area of the train shed, exclus- 
ive of umbrellas, 64,800 feet. 

Thg floor of the waiting room is to be 
B feet below the proposed level of Wall, 
Pryor and Loyd streets, as above de- 
scribed; that is, 9 feet below the level 
of the present railway tracks in the ex- 
isting station. Or, to illustrate by means 
of adjoining buildings, the main waiting 
room floor will be 14 feet below the levy- 
el of ahe main floor of the Kimball 
house, and 4 feet below thé basement 
floor of the Kimball house. 

The height of the ceilings of the wait- 
ing rooms is to be 15 feet. 

It is quite apparent that waiting rvoms 
Jocated and constructed with trains pass- 
ing overhead, cannot be made very vcom- 
fortable or attractive to the traveling 
public on account of the noise and dit- 
ficulty of proper ventilation, even assum- 
ing that the drainage from the prSposed 
low level can be properly provided for. 

Main Thing Is Track Space. 

The main consideration, of course, to 
the railways in the operation of the sta- 
tion is that of track space. The é- 
130 feet above referred to might, with 
proper approaches and arrangements of 
platform, be made to answer the purpose 
at Atlanta for the limited period of 18 
}ears proposed. 

There is a serious limitation, however, 
in the use of this track space in the fact 
of the narrow throat under tht Whitehall 
street viaduct, and this throat occurs im- 
mediately at one end, and that the busi- 
est end, of the train sheds, and it cannot 
be widened in future. This will limit 
materially the effective use of the availa- 
Iwe track space in the station, and in case 
congestion results from increased traffic, 
the defect cannot be remedied. 

Moreover, this track has beeg secured 
only by making the passenger platforms 
between tracks only about 9 or 10 feet 
wide, which is too narrow for any mod- 
ern station, and in this case their util- 
ity is still further restricted by the nec- 
essary insertion of stairways 4 feet wide 
as the gnly means of transit for passen- 
gers between the station platforms and 
the waiting rooms below. A 4-foot stair- 
way 17 feet in height (say 30 steps), formg 
@ very narrow thoroughfare for passen- 
gers with hand baggage, and the remain- 
ing width of 6 feet of platform, divided 
into two spaces of 3 feet each between 
the stair railings and the sides of mov- 
ing trains is not an attractive feature 
for a busy station, either from the 
standpoim of comfort or safety. 

There are minor difficulties in the way 
of the prompt handling of baggage and in

station jointly with ali other railway com- 
panies now using the present station, 
provided: 

1. Your committee shall, by or before 
October 1, 1902, ascertain with reason- 
able certainty, by means of bids from 
responsible contractors, based upon plans 
and specifications in detail for the con- 
struction of the building and approaches 
complete, for the necessary changes in 
existing viaducts, streets and structures, 
and by agreements in respect to dam- 
ages with the owners of the most im- 
portant property affected, that the total 
ouuay by the state on which interest 
ig to be charged as rental, with proper 
allowance for incidental and contingent 
expenses, will not exceed the authorized 
appropriation of $500,000. 

Must Get City’s Consent. 

9. That your committee shall, by or 
before October l, reach substantial agree- 
ment with the city of Atlanta in respect 
to all matters affecting the city’s inter- 
est growing out of the proposed con- 
struction, ‘including alterations in via- 
ducts, changes in street grades or street 
widths, the use or Occupancy or ob- 
struction of streets, alteration or con- 
struction of sewers, property damages, 
so far as the city’s interests may be in- 
vorved therein, and all other matters 
in which the city can impose conditions, 
claim compensation or cause delay in 
construction. 

g. That your committee shall, by or be- 
fore October 1, s€cure proper agree- 
ments for the use and occupancy of all 
property not owned by the state or con- 
trolled by the city of Atlanta, required 
for or in connection with the construc- 
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tion or the use of the station, including 
the amount of rental, if any, to be 
charged therefor, and that this rental, 
added to the rental, If any, to be charged 
by the present lessee of the state's 
property to be used for the station, shail 
be reasonable in amount and be accept- 
able to all of the railroads proposed 
tenants of the new station. 

4. That the contractor or contractors 
for the construction of the station shall 
submit wih their bids a general plan or 
scheme. acceptable to the railway com- 
panies, which will guarantee the con- 
tinuance of traffic through the present 
station with reasonable promptness dur- 
ing the entire period of construction 
without additional charges to the rail- 
ways by reason of such construction. 
Mr. Gilbert assures me that such con- 
tinuance is feasibie under his plans. 

5. That the contract for occupancy and 
use of the station shail contain an ob- 
ligation that the station shall be com- 
pleted within three years after the sign- 
ing of the contract by the several] raijl- 
way companies; otherwise, those com- 
panies not to be bound, 

6. That the rental for the station shall 
begin when the structure is delivered by 
the contractorseready for occupancy. 

7. That the contract shal] contain all 
necessary and reasonable provisions 
usual in contracts for the use of unton 
stations, insuring nondiscrimination be- 
tween tenants, and an equitable division 
of rental and of expense in operating 
the station, based upon relative use by 
the respective tenants. 

If the time limit, October 1, named 
above, is not acceptable to you, I shall 
be pleased to agree upon an earlier or 
a later date with you for compliance with 
the stated conditions. Yours very sin-

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Mew York, June 20.—The cotton market 
ppened easy and 3 to 4 points lower, follow- 
ing the lead of Liverpool, where the feeling 
Was rather weak under selling for both ac- 
count. Soon after the call local shorts 
becam. uneasy through claims that the Texas 
trop was in a critical condition by reason of 
frought conditions, excessively high temper- 
atures and hot winds. Prices were quickly 
kid up to last night’s final figures, with the 
market giving every promise of further ada- 
vancing, inasmuch as offerings were scarce 
and the room as a whole generally short. 
But Liverpool did not respond as expected and 
the commission houses had little else than 
selling orders. Slowly but steadily the im- 
Provement disappeared and until mid-after- 
moon the downward movement continued with 
July off to 8.49 and August to 8.19. The 
late weather reports gave fine rains over the 
central belt and the forecast for Texas in- 
dicated cloudy conditions tonight and tomor- 
row over the eastérn section. Then came a 
bullish visible supply statement and a re- 
port that The Houston Post will tomorrow 
issue a report showing that the plant through- 
put Texas is critically in need of rain. Prices 
rallied quite sharply, July to 8.54 and August 
8.24. The close was quiet and steady, net 
unchanged to 7 points lower. Total sales 
of futures today were 90,000 bales. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, June 20.—Spot cotton was 
in better demand today, though prices were 
somewhat easier to sell. Sales, 1.700 bales, 
including 300 to arrive. Quotations were 
1-16c lower. 

Futures opened a few points easier. The 
showers of iast night and the predictions this 
morning of showers and cloudy weather all 
over the cotton belt did not have such an 
effect on the rharket as was expected by the 
bulls. For the most part the showers were 
not heavy envugh to afford much relief to the 
crop. Another factor in holding up the mar- 
ket was the Liverpool market. which was 
firmer in spot with large sales. After the 
opening the local market continued to ease 
off to the close. June lost 7 points, July 4, 
September |2:and the other months 9 to |: 
points, compared with Thursday's close, July, 
August, October and December were the most 
active in the trading.

Chicago, June 20.—Wet weather influenced 
breadth and bullish activity in wheat today.

The bulle in the corn 
pit rested, but the wheat influence was enough 
to put prices both in corn and oats on & 
stronger basis. At the close July wheat was

independent etrength and closed l0@!2%sc 
higher. 

Wheat—From the outset wheat was bullish. 
Liverpool made good advances and Paris, in 
attdition to yesterday’s strength, showed iIn- 
creases of I4%@I%c. Foreigners were ex- 
tremely nervous over the prospect of short 
crops in consequence of wet weather. Cargoes 
off coast were in great demand and prices 
were advancing for spot cereals and flour. 
At home rains fell continuously and more 
were predicted genefatty. Advices from Ne- 
braska stated that the wheat was ripe and 
waited cutting, but that the ground was 
in such @ soaked condition that farmers could 
not attempt the work. Further than this, 
grain that had been cut in other states was 
damp and would not grade contract. What 
with this bullish news and a general im- 
provement in outside business on the board of 
trade, shorts considered it time to cover. Sen- 
timent was bullish and grew more strongly 
so every moment with advancing prices. There 
was a fair cash demand, and the future long 
interest in July wheat, but if such were the 
case not enough of the holdings were un- 
loaded to make any possible change in the 
sentiment. Business was more active in wheat 
than for a long time. July wheat opened % 
to %c higher"at 73%@74c, gradually attained 
74%4.@74%5sc, and on a little realizing eased, 
but ended with a strong close %c up at 74\c. 
Trading was very good in deferred futures.

CROWD OF SOLDIERS | 


Scene ef Intense Excitement at Fort 
McPherson Last Night. 


BALL FAILED TO HIT MARK 


Officers and Bloodhounds Chase Ney 
gro, but He Escapes—Soldiers 
Kept Within Post — Dis- 
torted Rumors Reached 
the City. 


— 


A negro man shot into a crowd of 
soldiers near Fort McPherson last night 
about 9 o’clock, and the affair threw the 
post and vicinity into a state of great 
excitement, 

The ball failed to take effect, but it 
was first reported that a soldier had been 
killed. Marshal Ed Ryan, of Oakland 
City, with his bloodhounds, and members 
of the county police force chased the ne- 
gro for some time, but failed to catch 
him, 

The shooting greatly excited the soldiers 
at the post, and ‘a break was made to 
leave the place and join in the pursuit. 
Major Pratt, the post commander, imme- 
diately took steps to prevent trouble, 
and had the bugter blow assembly. This 
called the men back and they were formed 
in line. The roll was called, ‘after which 
the men were dismissed, but were not 
allowed to leave the reservation. A spe- 
cial guard was formed and patrolied the 
post to see that everything remained 
quiet. 

Much indignation was expressed over 
the attempted killing, and had the soldiers 
been ‘allowed to join in the chase and had 
the fugitive been captured, he would 
likely have fared roughly. 

1*sunus Lost the Trail. 

The bloodhounds took up the trail and 
followed the negro about in the woods 
for some distance. The track was finally 
lost at. the McDaniel car line, and it fs 
supposed the negro boarded a car at 
that point for the city. 

Tt is stated that several soldiers were 
passing along the East Point road near 
the barracks, and that by some means 
they came in contact with the negro. It 
is claimed that he called on the soldiers 
to halt and that when they made some 


reply to him the fired. The negro then es- f 


caped, 

Keports of the trouble reached the 
city shortly after the shooting and were 
greatly distorted. The rumor gained cir- 
culation that a negro had shot ‘and killed 
one soldier and wounded another, and 
that the soldiers had come from the post 
and killed five or six negroes.

intense excitement and numbers of peo- | 


ple hurried to the scene on cArs, ex- 
pecting to witness a terrible scene of 
tragedy and riot. They found the true 
facts, however, quite different from the 
rumors.

Thé menace does not prop- 
erly lie with the women, but with the 
A woman who has no other 
means Of support must, 
what is offered in the way of emolument 
for that work which tn nine cases out of 
ten she performs equally as well as any 
man. 

Now in the old days, when a few enter- 
prising merchants—who were looked upon 


as crack-brained idiots—first essayed tu 


use typewriting machines, then employed 
men to work them at men’s wages. A 
man’s wages in London today do not 
equal the pay of any average woman 
typewriter in the United States. Thirty- 
five shillings to £2 a week was good pay. 
Gradually the “lady typist” came into 
the fleld, starting at, say 15 shillings a 
week and rising, after a number of years, 
to the stupendous height of 30 shillings 
or $7.50 a week. The men were ousted 
and had to look for.other employment. 
That made them bitter and envious. I 
know a case in point. Seven or eight 
years ago I employed a man as amanu- 
ensis and paid him £2 and 10 shillings a 
week because he was a splendid sten- 
ographer, a first-rate operator on the 
typewriter and something of a linguist. 
Coupled with these accomplishments was 
an overweening desire not to keep sober 
during all of his working days. so that 
in the end I was obliged to dismiss him. 
I advertised for another and was over- 
whelmed with applications, a large ma- 
jority of them coming from country par- 


sonages, where one or more of the usual- | 


ly numerous daughters sought to free 
herself from the tedium as well as the 
undoubted poverty which hang heavily 
over the homes of most English clergy- 
men. I engaged one at slightly more than 
she asked, and even then her weekly 
wages did not exceed £1 a week. Her 
predecessor utilized this instance of wom- 
an replacing man at lower wages by go- 
ing about making street corner speeches 
denouncing women in gerieral and prating 
about the coming destruction of the na- 
tion owing to the iniquity of the woman 
question.

Dun’s Review. 


New York, June 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorzow will say: 

‘‘Trade at the east is more quiet, owing to 
the advancing season, and the bad effect of 
prolonged labor controversies its being felt 
in certain jines. Reports from the tntertor 
and the far west are more encouraging, boun- 
tiful harvests being expected, while the tight 
stocks carried over from the previous season 
assure profitable prices. The best indication 
of continued prosperity is the fact that quo- 
tations do not recede, even in the Hnes where 
at preeent there is only @ moderate degree 
of activity. Rallway earnings thus far reé- 
— for June increased 3 per cent over 
1900. 

‘‘Uncertainty regarding their ability to se- 
cure pig iron at reasonable prices is nmraking 
producers of steel cautious in accepting con- 
tracts that call for delivery at even remote 
dates. Raw material is undoubtedly in light 
supply, and the anthracite coal strike has eus- 
pended work at a number of furnaces. Coke 


. production is attaining new records each week 


in the endeavor to supply all requirements, and 
better railway facilities are making unpre- 
cedented shipmemts from the Connelleville re- 
gion. Soft coal is beginning to show the effect 
of an abnormal demand. In certain lines of 
finished eteel products the addition of new 
plants to the productiye capacity has had a 
perceptible influence on prices, introducing 
more competition. This factor is felt in only 
a few divisions, however, and in al! heavy 
lines-—-notably rails and structural mmteria!— 
orders ran far into next year, and there is 
no question of concessions in quotations. Job- 
bers having @ surplus of bar tron sold moder- 
ate quantities at a lower figure than the 
market rate, but steel bars are firmer. 

“Quiet conditions prevail in eastern dry 
goods and footwear markets. A stronger 
silver market has revived purchases for ex- 
port to China, although, Iike che home trade, 
this ie still on a moderate aecale. 

“Supplemental buying of woolens is also 
limited. It is noteworthy that prices in al! 
textile lines are firmly held, despite the slow 
movement, indicating confidence on part 
of sellers. 

“Shoe shops in New Englend have more 
orders, yet most factories only operate part 
time, and some are entirely idle. Leath*® Is 
dull and foreign dry hides weaker. 

‘‘Lack of rain in the southwest is the only 
seriously unfavorable crop indication of the 
week, while exceptionally encouraging reports 
are received from most ints. Domestic 
grain makes good progress, but bad news has 
been received fam abroad, and the outlook 
is favorable for large exports. 

‘‘Failures for the week numbered 194 in the 
United States, against 193 last year, and !19 
in Canada, against 14 @ year ago."’
